Happy New Year! The 95th Congress gave all Americans, 
but especially collectors, a wonderful, early Christmas 
present last October when they passed the gold medallion 
legislation. Section 4, of the Financial Inst. Act of 1978, HR 
14279. The Section 4 provision, which requires by law that 
the United States Treasury Department, Bureau of the 
Mint, issue one-half ounce and one ounce gold 
medallions honoring and bearing the likeness of famous 
American artists, truly is a feather in our cap. It was signed 
into law by the President on November 10. 

Too often we don't say thanks for laws we like, only gripe 
about those we don't like, so it did seem timely to me that now would be a good time 
for every coin club to pass a resolution thanking both their United States Senator and 
their local Congressman for their support of this legislation last year and advise them 
that you are strongly in favor of gold medallions as well as commemorative coins and 
hope they will support the issuance of those, too, this year. Individuals should write, 
too, and have your neighbors and friends write. Successful letter-writing campaigns 
can be very impressive. I am very much afraid that if we don't show a tremendous 
amount of approval for such legislation when it is passed, many members of Congress 
might not realize its importance to you and we might never get off the ground with 
any future legislation. 

As your president, I expect to be very aaive again this year in Washington, assisted 
as last year by our very able legislative counsel, David Ganz. We're shooting for a firm 
program on commemorative coins, so again any letters you write will help more than 
you realize.

S ince the earliest days of civilization, gold has captured 
the fascination of mankind. Wars have been fought to 
secure this precious metal, and kingdoms have risen and 
fallen because of it. 


Although there have been many gold 
discoveries in North America over the 
years, none has been more famous than 
the California Gold Rush, Andyet, while 
we hear such rhymes today as ''The days 
of old, the days of gold, the days of '49,” 
and speak of the Forty-Niners, it is 
interesting to note that the first Califor- 
nia gold discovery occurred several 
years earlier. But then, when gold metal 
is involved, history often becomes dis- 
torted. 

In 1896 J.M. Guinn, writing an article 
entitled "The Gold Placers of Los 
Angeles," stated with some documenta- 
tion that the first discovery was made in 
June 1841. In his monumental American 
history series Hubert H. Bancroft wrote 
in the 1890's: "The mine at San Fernan- 
do, near Los Angeles, where work was 
begun in 1842, is about the only satisfac- 
tory instance on record of the 
knowledge of the existence of gold in 
Alta, California, prior to the discovery by 
Marshall [in 1848]." Another source, the 
Historical Sketch of Los Angeles County, 
places the discovery date at "sometime 
in the latter part of 1840, ortheearly part 
of 1841." 

In any event, the approximate cir- 
cumstances seem to be these: sometime 
around 1841 Don Andres Castillero, 
traveling from Los Angeles to Monterey 
slightly inland from the California coast, 
picked up some small pebbles which 
were a variety of iron pyrite. He soon 
showed them to a friend, Don Jose 
Antonio de la Guerra y Noriega, at 
whose home in Santa Barbara he was a 
guest. A excited discussion followed for 
it was believed that the pebbles, 
although they contained no gold, were 
often found with gold in streams. At- 
tending the discussion was Francisco 
Lopez, a farmer who lived at the Piru 
Rancho north of Los Angeles. 

Shortly after this discussion, Lopez 
and another herdsman were searching 
for stray animals near the Piru Rancho. 


Lopez, seeking some greens for food, 
pulled a clump of wild onions up by the 
roots. Attached to the root system was a 
small gold nugget. Digging with a sheath 
knife he soon found more nuggets and 
flakes. The news of this discovery spread 
like wildfire, and within a few weeks 
hundreds of people descended upon 
the gold site located on the San Fran- 
cisco Rancho in the San Feliciano 
Canyon about 40 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles and about eight miles west of 
the town of Newhall. 

In those days gold was extracted two 
ways. The first was by washing gold- 
bearing dirt in rapidly running water. 
After this the riffles or catch spots in the 
sluice or. In the instance of hand mining, 
the bottom of a prospector's pan would 
be examined, and tiny gold flakes could 
be seen. The second way was used by 
Mexican miners predominantly and 
consisted of "winnowing" — throwing 
gold bearing dust and dirt up intothealr 
and catching the heavier particles, in- 
cluding bits of gold, as they fell to the 
earth first. 

The Honorable Abel Stearns, a citizen 
of Los Angeles, sent on November 22nd, 
1842, by way of Alfred Robinson, 20 
ounces of California gold to the United 
States Mint at Philadelphia for assay. 
Writing in later years, Stearns gave still 
another date for the discovery: 

"The placer mines from which this 
gold was taken were first discovered by 
Francisco Lopez, a native of California, 
in the month of March, 1842, at a place 
called San Francisco, about 35 miles 
northwest from Los Angeles." 

Upon receipt, the United States Mint 
weighed the gold and arrived at a figure 
of 18 34/100ths ounces which, after 
melting, yielded 18 1/IOOths ounces of 
92.6% purity. The value at the Mint was 
$344.75, with expenses of $4.02, leaving a 
net of $340.73 due the depositor. 

The placer (pronounced "plasser") 
mines were worked from the early 1840's 
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until late 1846 at which time the miners, 
predominantly Mexicans from Sonora, 
left to return to their homeland. It is 
believed that about $6,000 to $18,000 per 
year value of bullion was extracted. But 
in the light of events which were to 
follow in the years to come, the Los 
Angeles County discovery would be all 
but forgotten. 

The Discovery at Sutter's Mill 

The great California Gold Rush had its 
beginning with the inhabitants of 
Sutter's Fort. Founded in 1839 by John A. 
Sutter, a Swiss, the fort was a rough 
rectangle about 500 feet long by 1 50 feet 
wide enclosed with adobe walls. Within 
were various craftsmen, shops, stores, 
warehouses, parade grounds, and other 
facilities. Today the structure stands as a 
historical monument in Sacramento. 

Sutter's Fort was the central focus for 
several thousand square miles of 
farming and ranching activity. Sutter 
himself in December 1847 reported 
owning 12,000 cattle, 2,000 horses and 
mules, nearly 15,000 sheep, and 1,000 
hogs. Surrounding the fort were 60 
houses, six mills, and one tannery. 
Several hundred people lived in and 
around the fortified enclosure. 

Lumber was obtained from coastal 
areas where it was cut and sawed by 
hand and then transported by boat up 
the Sacramento River. Sutter dreamed 
of setting up a sawmill to the west in the 
mountain foothills where lumber was 
plentiful. Cattle fencing, houses, mills, 
and other construction projects 



necessitated a large quantity of struc- 
tural timber. In addition, Sutter, being a 
businessman, envisioned supplying the 
small town of San Francisco with lumber 
from his mill. 

James Wilson Marshall, born in 1812 in 
New Jersey, lived at Sutter's Fort and 
pursued his trade as a carpenter and 
wagon builder. His skill as a mechanic 
was considerable, and Sutter prized his 
abilities highly. Sutter discussed with 
Marshall the establishment of a sawmill 
and suggested that Marshall find an 
appropriate site located near a suitable 
water supply for power. Several excur- 
sions were made until a site was found In 
the Sierra foothills about 40 miles above 
Sutter's Fort on the bank of the 
American River at a place called Columa 
(later Coloma), or ''Beautiful Valley." 

In August 1847 Marshall and a group 
of helpers and assistants set out to begin 
construction. With tools and supplies on 
Mexican oxcarts and with an accom- 
panying flock of sheep to provide food, 
it took a week to make the journey.

By New Year's Day 1848 three cabins 
had been constructed for housing and 
the main frame of the mill had been 
erected. Indians were engaged as 
laborers. A mill channel or race was built 
by using an existing dry stream bed 
parallel to the American River and di- 
verting water into it. To deepen the 
channel each day the larger stones were 
removed by hand, sometimes with the 
assistance of blasting. Then during the 
night the water would rush through and 
carry away dirt, sand, and smaller par- 
ticles. 

Early on the afternoon of Monday, 
january 24th, 1848, Marshall was in- 
specting work in progress at the mill 
race. Heavy rains, which almost caused 


abandonment of the project through 
flooding, had washed away many rocks 
and much sediment. Among the 
pebbles on the bottom he noticed some 
gleaming yellow flakes. Could it be 
gold? He sent an Indian to fetch a metal 
plate. Marshall thought that he had 
found gold but wasn't sure. Many sub- 
stances looked like gold, and he wanted 
to be certain. 

“Boys, I believe I have found a gold 
mine," he said that evening. His com- 
panions were skeptical. 

Early the next morning he again 
visited the mill race and saw gleaming 
about six inches below the surface of the 
water a small yellow nugget. If it were 
gold it would be worth about a half 
dollar. Was it gold or was it some other 
substance? Again, Marshall was unsure. 
He took the nugget and pounded it 
between two stones and saw it flatten 
slightly. It must be gold! As historian 
Bancroft has written, “The mighty secret 
of the Sierra stood revealed!" 

Marshall and his companions lost no 
time. All sloshed about in the mill race 
and within a short time had gathered 
three ounces of the yellow metal. 

A few days later Marshall rode on 
horseback to Sutter and requested a 
private meeting with him. Follow- 
ing instructions in an encyclopedia, 
Marshall and Sutter performed an assay. 
The gold metal was subjected to acid, 
then to a specific gravity test, then to 
other scrutiny. Soon all doubts vanished. 

Sutter returned with Marshall to the 
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sawmill, and within a few days it was 
learned that gold existed all along the 
American River and in nearby ravines 
and tributary creeks. Sutter at first was 
dismayed by the discovery. While the 
finding of several hundred dollars worth 
of gold was a blessing to the men 
Involved, it was a distraction from the 
project at hand to complete the sawmill 
and get it operating. After discussion he 
had the men at the mill promise to keep 
the matter a secret for six weeks, by 
which time it was hoped that the mill 
would be completed and the business 
would be in operation. The men cheer- 
fully agreed, for the steady wages of mill 
construction were more attractive than 
the unknown possibilities of finding 
gold in very small quantities. 

Yet while Sutter urged secrecy by 
others, he himself could not resist the 
temptation to spread news of the 
bonanza. Writing to an acquaintance on 
February 10th, 1848, he said: ''I have 
made a discovery of a gold mine, which, 
according to experiments we have 
made, is extraordinarily rich.'' 

Sutter, a businessman, sought to con- 
trol the gold area and to this end 
negotiated with the Columa Indians and 
surrounding natives. By trading 
merchandise he obtained a three-year 
lease of a tract ten to twelve miles 
square. 

While Sutter considered his lease 
from the Indians to give him prior claim 
to the property, he was still uncertain 
about its legality. Earlier, land in the area 
had been subject to Mexican land grants 
of uncertain validity. Marshall sought 
through Colonel R. B. Mason, chief 
representative of the United States 
government In California at the time, to 
secure better title. The envoy from 
Sutter was Instructed not to mention 
gold but to acquire the land with water, 
mineral, and pasture privileges, the 
reason for mineral privileges to be the 
appearance of lead and s/7ver in the soil! 

The messenger, however, was not 
equal to keeping it a secret, and with 
him in a leather pouch he took six 
ounces of the precious metal. At Pfister's 
store in the town of Benicia, near San 
Francisco, he told several listeners of the 


newfound treasure. Upon reaching 
Colonel Mason in Monterey the 
messenger was not able to secure any 
promises, with respect to Sutter's land 
on the American River, and so to bolster 
his own image the gold samples were 
again shown. 

Meanwhile back at Sutter's Mill on the 
American River, the workers spent 
much of their spare time searching for 
gold, keeping In mind their promise to 
keep silent for six weeks. All who 
searched were amply rewarded with the 
precious yellow metal. Marshall himself 
went three miles further up the 
American River, accompanied by James 
Gregson, and at a place in the river he 
named Live Oak Bar the two picked up 
with their fingers '‘a pint of gold," with 
some pieces being larger than a pea. 

Many Mormons had come to Califor- 
nia, some by the sea route and others 
overland via Santa Fe, in order to go 
from California to the new settlement at 
Great Salt Lake. Many of them had 
stopped at Sutter's Fort on the way to the 
desert area in order to await the passing 
of winter in the mountains. It was during 
this time that the gold discoveries were 
made. 

In the last week of February, several 
Mormons who had heard of the dis- 
covery visited Marshall at the mill and 
requested permission to search for gold. 
Marshall complied with their request 
and the group set about searching in the 
mill race. The next morning one of the 
Mormons found a single nugget worth 
six dollars. Word spread, and a number 
of other Mormons returned to the area 
and set up camp nearby on the river at a 
place they named the Mormon Diggings 
on Mormon Island. 

Despite all of the distractions the 
sawmill began operation on March 11th, 
1848. In the meantime many others had 
come to the American River. Oneday in 
March seven men found gold worth 
$250 at Mormon Island. This was at a 
time when a good day's salary was a 
dollar! 

The Mormons continued to be active 
in gold mining, but still the lure of Great 
Salt Lake was before them. In spite of 
their success, most Mormons had 
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packed up and left by midsummer. 

In the beginning, gold was found by 
visually observing specks In the stream 
bed. Then washing gravel and water in a 
pan became the standard method. After 
a few minutes of sloshing the mixture, ail 
that would remain in the bottom would 
be black sand and gold particles. Then 
came the cradle which rocked the gravel 
and water mixture back and forth and 
which permitted greater quantities to be 
processed. Within a year ir two the long 
tom became the main method. This 
latter device consisted of a long wooden 
box from ten to thirty feet in length, 
about T8 inches across at the upper end 
and wider at the lower. At the bottom 
end, cross bars were placed to cause 
riffles to trap the gold. At the top end of 
the long tom several men shoveled dirt 
into the box which was filled with a 
stream of running water. By use of the 
long tom, yields of gold were multiplied 
many times over. Onecousin of the long 
tom, the quicksilver machine, featured a 
riffle-box containing quicksilver or mer- 
cury to which the gold was attracted and 
formed an amalgam. 

Still other miners used long sluices 
which channeled water into dirt banks 
and washed away the overburden. One 
particularly large sluice located at the 
settlement of Dutch Flat was over a mile 
long, cost $55,000, and took four years to 
build. 

Placer mining referred to the finding 
of loose gold particles in stream beds 
and in soil. The supposition was that In 
primordial times these bits of gold had 
broken loose from outcroppings or 
veins further up the stream and had 
washed down. The search was made for 
the Mother Lode, or the vein from 
which all of the gold had originally 
come. While most gold was eventually 
found in placer locations, gold-bearing 
quartz veins were discovered beginning 
in 1849. These led to the production of 
large quartz mills which hammered 
quartz rock into small particles suitable 
for further separation and refining. 

Gold Discoveries Continue 

Meanwhile, up In the hills gold dis- 
coveries were spreading. Gold was 


found on the Feather River in a rich 
strike at a placer location which was 
given the name of Bidwell Bar. Ad- 
ditional riches were found at Clear 
Creek. It became evident that gold was 
to be found in streams for more than 100 
miles along the foothills of the Sierras! 

Back in more civilized parts of Califor- 
nia it was hard to separate fact from 
fiction. News of gold discoveries had 
been spread before, and the reality of 
the present one was difficult to ascer- 
tain. True, some gold had been dis- 
covered but was it really the bonanza 
which some had claimed orwas it simply 
an overexaggerated situation? In San 
Francisco Captain J. L. Folsom called the 
first gold flakes he saw mica. Then being 
shown 20 ounces of similar heavy 
metallic material which the bearer said 
he gathered in only eight days, Folsom 
said he didn’t believe it. Bradley, one of 
Folsom's friends, visited Colonel Mason 
in Monterey in May and was asked if 
there wasany truth to rumorsabout gold 
being found on the American River. ''I 
have heard of it," was Bradley’s reply. "A 
few fools have hurried into the place, 
but you can be sure there is nothing in 
it." Around the same time another of- 
ficial, a man in Benicia, said, “I would 
give more for a good coal mine than for 
all the gold mines in the universe." 

The first printed notice of the gold 
discovery appeared on Wednesday, 
March 15th, 1848 in the Californian, one 
of two weekly newspapers then 
published in San Francisco: 

“Gold mine found. In the newly 
made raceway of the saw mill recently 
erected by Captain Sutter on the 
American fork gold has been found in 
considerable quantities. One person 
brought $30 worth to New Helvetia 
(Sutter’s Fort), gathered there in a 
short time. California is no doubt rich 
in mineral wealth; great chances here 
for scientific capitalists. Gold has been 
found in every part of the country." 
Three days later the other San Fran- 
cisco weekly paper, the California Star, 
printed a brief notice that gold had been 
found 40 miles above Sutter’s Fort. The 
following week the same periodical 
reported that “So great is the quantity of 
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I gold taken from the mine recently 

I found at New Helvetia that it has 

^ become an article of traffic in that 

vicinity/' 

During April small parties, usually two 
or three people, left San Francisco for 
the American River to seek their for- 
tune. In the early part of May the 
Mormon leader Samuel Brannan, a 
^ merchant, visited San Francisco with a 

bottle of gold dust in one hand. Passing 
I along the street he exclaimed, “Gold! 

^ Gold from the American River!" More 

notices appeared in the newspaper, 
j Soon the fever spread, and within a 

I few weeks there were no longer dls- 

I believers in the city. Many quit their 

I jobs, put their affairs in order, shuttered 

* their businesses, and otherwise made 

preparations to leave San Francisco and 
head for the gold areas. The most pop- 
^ ular route was closest — by water up San 

Francisco Bay to the Sacramento River, 
then by land from Sacramento to the 
\ gold fields. Passage was at a premium for 

commercial vessels, so many miners 
bought small boats which they discard- 
ed upon arriving In Sacramento. 

. During May 1848 it was estimated that 

^ 800 miners were working the streams 

I and ravines for 30 miles to each side of 

I the original discovery site of Coloma. By 

^ June the number was estimated by Con- 

sul T.O. Larkin at 2,000 miners, most of 
f whom were foreigners. While perhaps 

I 100 families came with tents, proper 

I provisions, and teams, most had packed 

j hurriedly with little thought for the 

. future and came with little other than 

I clothes and a few implements. Many, 

^ finding themselves short of provisions, 

returned to San Francisco to better 
i equip themselves. Then they went back 

to the gold fields prepared for a longer 


For the hundreds of hopeful families who 
struck out across the heart of the new 
territory, many faced the tragedies of death 
and disease. 

stay. Early in July Colonel Mason, during 
his first inspection visit to the area, was 
given the estimate that 4,000 miners 
were busy. By the arrival of autumn In 
Oaober it was estimated that 10,000 
miners plus many Indian laborers were 
at work. 

A census taken in San Francisco in 
March 1848 showed 812 people, of 
whom 177 were women and 60 children. 
In the same month It was estimated that 
150 able bodied men had left for the 
gold fields. This figure represented 
about 35% of the male population leav- 
ing in that month alone! By the middle 
of June an estimated three-quarters of 
the adult male population had gone to 
work the mines. Businesses stood vacant. 
The streets were largely empty of com- 
merce. 

On May 27th the Star reported that 
“Stores are closed and houses 
tenantless, various kinds of 
mechanical labor suspended or given 
up entirely, and nowhere the pleasant 
hum of industry salutes the ear as of 
late; but as if a curse had arrested our 
honored course of enterprise, 
everything wears a desolate and som- 
bre look, everywhere all is dull, 
monotonous, dead."

The value of real estate had dropped 
to half its previous level with few takers 
on hand. Merchandise, except for 
provisions needed in mining, remained 
unsold. In the meantime the price of 
labor went up almost ten times as few 
were interested in carpentry, tending 
horses, and other mundane work when 
the golden bonanza beckoned. 

The two weekly newspapers were 
suspended due to lack of readers and 
lack of people to produce them, the 
Californian on May 20th, 1848, and the 
Star on June 14th. In its final issue the 
Californian wrote: 

“The whole country from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles and seashore to 
the base of the Sierra Nevada 
resounds to the sordid cry of gold! 
GOLD!! GOLD!!! While the field is 
left half planted, the house half built, 
and everything neglected but the 
manufacture of shovels and pick-axes, 
and the means of transportation to the 
spot where one man obtained $128 
worth of real stuff In one day's 
washing, and the average for all con- 
cerned is $20 per diem." 

Churches suspended services, the 
town council no longer met, ships 
remained at anchor in the harbor with 
no sailors to man them, and streets were 
virtually empty. One of the first ships to 
be deserted in the San Francisco harbor 
belonged to the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany. The sailors departed for the gold 


fields, and the captain followed them, 
leaving the vessel in charge of his wife 
and daughter! By summer's end the 
Californian, which had temporarily 
revived publication, reported that vir- 
tually every ship lost most of its crew 
within 48 hours of the time it arrived in 
San Francisco! The first steam powered 
ship. The California, which arrived on 
February 28th of the following year, 
1849, was immediately deserted by her 
entire crew. Nowhere could substitute 
sailors be found at any price. 

In the meantime discoveries con- 
tinued to expand in the gold country. 
The Yuba River, a tributary of the 
Feather, was explored by Patrick 
McChristlan, j.P. Leese, Jasper O'Farrell, 
William Leery, and Samuel Norris who 
arrived there in July 1848. In three 
months they made $75,000, an immense 
fortune. In other camps on the Yuba 
River miners working under primitive 
conditions and with hand tools ex- 
tracted $60 to $100 a day of the precious 
metal. 

In June a group of Mormons left their 
claim on the American River and going 
to a tributary discovered placer deposits 
on what became known as Spanish Bar, 
12 miles northeast of Coloma. This one 
spot alone produced more than a 
million dollars in gold. 

At the site of present day Placerville, a 
camp called Dry Diggings was es- 
tablished. Dry Diggings was a popular 
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name, and Bancroft estimates that 50 
places were called this at one time or 
another. Later the camp was known as 
Hangtown due to the administration of 
justice there. Men working there ob- 
tained from three ounces to five pounds 
of gold per day with the report given 
that “from the middle of June, through 
July and August, the 300 Hangtown men 
were the happiest in the universe."' 

At another location one fortunate 
Indian found a kidney-shaped gold 
nugget weighing 8OV2 ounces. The firm 
of Cross & Hobson of San Francisco paid 
$3,000 for it and sold it to the Bank of 
England where it was exhibited as a 
specimen from the new California gold 
fields. At the time gold was selling for 
$12 to $14 per ounce, and had the 
nugget been sold for its commercial 
value on that basis it would have 
brought just $966. 

Sullivan Bar, Jamestown, Don Pedro 
Bar, Murphy's Camp, Angels Camp, 
Chinese Camp, Wood Creek ... camps 
sprang up all along the Sierras. The story 
is told that Henry Bee of San Jose had ten 
Indian prisoners under his watch in jail, 
two of whom were charged with 
murder. He wanted to turn them over to 
the care of the mayor, but that dignitary 
had already left for the gold fields. Bee 
hit upon a novel solution — he took all 
ten prisoners to the gold fields with him 
and set them to work in the placers! At 
the time it was estimated that 90% of ail 
the abled bodied men in San Jose had 
left for the mining camps. 

In June 1848 four Mormons stopped at 
Monterey on their way to Los Angeles 
and displayed 100 pounds of gold 
gathered in less than a month at Mor- 
mon Island on the American River. 
Within two weeks there was scarcely an 
adult male left in town. 1,000 citizens left 
within a week of the Mormons' visit! 
Likewise, the California military forces 
were rendered ineffeaive by deser- 
tions. The troops deserted first; then the 
officers obtained furloughs to join them. 

1848 was a good year at the mines. 
Most miners and adventurers who came 
there expected to do honest work. The 
rewards of digging repaid them amply. It 
is reported that during the first year 


crime was at a minimum, even though 
treasure lay around and most property 
was left unguarded. When an incident 
did arise the miners settled it with their 
own justice. In Hangtown a horse thief 
was caught in the act and was promptly 
captured, convicted, and strung up from 
a tree. On the American River a Spaniard 
was found holding a bag of stolen gold 
dust and was accorded the same treat- 
ment. 

Some miners were greedy. Dreams of 
the Mother Lode haunted them. Many 
miners making $100 to $200 each day 
dreamed of going upstream to the place 
where gold could be taken out by the 
shovelful, and a million dollars could be 
made In a few days. Abandoning their 
claims in search of the elusive Mother 
Lode, they searched, found little or 
nothing, and then returned to find that 
their original claims had been taken 
over by others. 

The exact remuneration of the 
average miner is difficult to determine, 
but Bancroft reported that many miners 
made $100 per day and that $500 to $700 
was not at ail unusual. Much of this was 
extraaed by using a simple tin or sheet 
iron pan measuring 10" to 14" across 
with sides four to six Inches high ex- 
tending outward at an angle. Gold- 
bearing dirt and gravel was taken from a 
stream bed or from a hillside location, 
mixed with water, sloshed about in a 
rotary manner, and then swirled until 
the lighter materials had been ejected. 

It was officially recorded that 
$2,000,000 worth of gold left the mines in 
1848, but this was just a fraction of what 
really was found. A better estimate 
would be $10,000,000 to $20,000,000. 

The shipment of the first deposit of 
California gold, carried by David Garter, 
arrived at the Philadelphia Mint on 
December 8th, 1848. Director Patterson 
reported that it assayed as being worth a 
few cents over $18 per ounce. Ad- 
ditional specimens were given to private 
assayers who produced similar results. 
Garter's deposit, a private one, was 
made on December 8th and consisted of 
1,804.59 ounces. 

Secretary of War W.L. Marcy wrote to 
Dr. R.M. Patterson, Director of the 
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United States Mint in Philadelphia, 
transmitting a sample of gold metal from 
the California fields. Arriving on 
December 9th, this official government 
deposit contained 22*8 ounces with a 
purity of .894. The letter read in part: 

"If the metal Is found to be pure 
gold, as I doubt not that it will be, I 
request you to reserve enough of It for 
two medals ordered by Congress and 
not yet completed, and the 
remainder, with the exception of one 
or two small bars, I wish to have 
coined and sent with the bars to this 
department. As many may wish to 
procure specimens made with 
California gold, by exchanging 
another coin for it, I would suggest 
that it be made into quarter eagles 
with the distinguishing mark on 
each."' 

In 1848 the smallest denomination 
gold coin was the quarter eagle as the 
gold dollar was not produced until the 
following year, 1849. Thus, these coins, 
each stamped with "CAL."' above the 
eagle on the reverse, were the first 
United States Mint issues specifically 
designed to be commemoratives or 
special souvenirs. It is estimated that 
1,389 pieces were produced. Perhaps 
100 to 200 coins exist at the present time. 

There were many tales of wealth in the 
gold fields in 1848. An Irish team driver, 
John Sullivan, extracted $26,000 from a 
placer digging on the Stanislaus River. A 
miner named Hudson gathered $20,000 
in six weeks from a canyon near Coloma. 
A young boy named Davenport found 
77 ounces of gold in one day near the 
same location, and 90 additional ounces 
the next. 

On the middle fork of the Yuba River, 
one fortunate seeker found nearly 30 
pounds of gold in 20 days of looking. 
Three Frenchman, removing a stump 
obstruaing a road leading from Dry 
Diggings to Coloma, discovered a gold 
location which within a week yielded 
$5,000. A miner named Amador, a 
partner, and 20 Indian laborers ex- 
tracted seven to nine pounds of gold 
each day. One observer reported seeing 
miners at Dry Diggings extracting from 
50 to 100 ounces daily. 


This abundance of gold forced it to 
sell for depreciated prices as miners 
were eager to exchange it for silver 
coins, provisions, and other things of 
value. Particularly eager in this regard 
were Indians who were not accustomed 
to wealth and would exchange gold dust 
and nuggets for virtually anything which 
caught their eye. An ounce of gold 
usually sold in the fields for from four to 
ten dollars, depending on the sharpness 
of the buyer and seller. In San Francisco 
the price was higher. 

By the end of 1848 gold had become 
increasingly common in the mining 
area, and supplies and provision had 
become scarce. It was reported that a 
horse normally worth six dollars traded 
then for $300, eggs sold for $3 each, a 
doctor would charge $50 to $100 for a 
visit, flour sold for $8 per barrel, a wagon 
and team cost $50 per day to hire, and 
cooks commanded a wage of $25 a day. 
A Coloma storekeeper's bill of 
December 1848 included such items as 
one box of sardines for $16, one pound 
of hard bread for $2, one pound of 
butter for $16, one half pound of cheese 
for $3, two bottles of ale for $16; a total of 
$53 for a rather simple lunch for two 
people. 

As the 1848 winter approached, rains 
came and the weather grew cold. Many 
returned with their fortunes to San 
Francisco and other coastal areas to wait 
out the season. Others decided to stay in 
the mountains, with 800 spending the 
winter of 1848-1849 at Dry Diggings, for 
example. 

For John Sutter, whose mill started the 
gold rush, the bonanza was a disaster. 
Employees of Sutter's Fort demanded 
increasingly high wages to the point at 
which he could not afford to pay them. 
The shops, mills and other businesses 
became Idle. By January 1849 Sutter's 
operation came to an end, and he 
retired from business. 

San Francisco Sees Rapid Growth 

San Francisco had been established in 
the summer of 1835 as Yerba Buena, 
predominantly by Americans, though 
the site was still on Mexican soil. The 
following year the Hudson's Bay Com- 
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San Francisco in the midst of rapid growth 
due to the gold rush, winter 1849. 


' pany opened a branch there and en- 

I gaged in trading. It was a prosperous 

trading village until gold fever hit, and 

(San Francisco exploded overnight into a 
steaming metropolis of tents, wooden 
shanties, and overcrowded humanity. 

> As the fever spread, the city suffered 

from the loss of nearly its entire working 
I adult male population. The newspapers 

ceased publication for periods, and as 
' many as 500 ships sat deserted in the Bay, 

I rotting away or used as hotels in a city 

f desperate for housing. When winter 

came, many returned from the bitter 
* cold of the Sierras. The newspaper 

resumed publication and many sailing 
crews reformed and continued their 
journey. 

During 1849 and 1850 San Francisco 
regathered its strength and emerged as a 
I commercial center. Many found that it 

I was more profitable to operate 

businesses to sell goods and services to 
I the miners than it was to actually engage 

I in mining. By this time the lustre had 

t worn off of the gold fields, most of the 

i easily available surface gold had been 

' taken, and miners were reduced to hard 

* work, often having to dig several feet 

> below the surface before new un- 

processed earth was found. 

In San Francisco, Montgomery Street 
became the main business area. Auction 
houses offered a wide variety of 
merchandise to prospective bidders. 
Import companies presented many 
► tempting goods for the purchaser. 

Telegraph Hill, overlooking San Fran- 
cisco, had on its peak a signal house with 
a semaphore pole which by its position 


indicated what type of vessel was ap- 
proaching the harbor. The arrival of a 
clipper ship or another vessel was often 
a cause for celebration as it brought 
friends and relatives, mail from home 
back East, and merchandise and 
provisions. 

Entertainment prevailed in many 
forms. The first dramatic company in San 
Francisco was Rowe's Olympic Circus 
which opened on October 29th, 1849, 
and featured Ethiopian natives. Catering 
to miners and sailors were many 
bordellos and dens where low life 
prevailed. On Portsmouth Square were 
many gambling halls, mostly in the form 
of tents and other temporary structures. 
One of the most famous in 1850 was the 
El Dorado. The Parker House, hotel and 
gambling hall, was at onetime located in 
the area, as was the Jenny Lind Theatre. 

Land and building prices recovered 
from their mid-1848 slump and 
skyrocketed upward. Buildings tended 
to be of a temporary nature, often made 
of canvas and wood. Labor was too rare 
and too expensive to provide for many 
buildings of substance. It was estimated 
that at least 1,000 shanties and small 
houses were built in the latter part of 
1849 at a cost of approximately five times 
what similar struaures would have cost 
on the East Coast at the time. One 
observer noted that wooden frame 
houses were often built within just 24 
hours! 

Several disastrous fires swept the city. 
The first came on Christmas Eve, 1849, 
the second on May 4th, 1850, and the 
third on June 14th of the same year. On 
September 17th, October 31st, and 
December 14th, additional fires of vary- 
ing sizes broke out and destroyed exten- 
sive property. Then there was a respite 
until May 3rd, 1851, when another con- 
flagration erupted. All of these fires 
caused the city to adopt the emblem of a 
phoenix (a bird rising from the ashes) as 
its official seal, and this was In an era long 
before the great 1906 San Francisco 
earthquake and fire. 

Fever Spreads 

At first the news of the gold rush was 
confined to California. Beginning in 
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April of 1848 the excitement spread 
beyond. On June 24th of that year the 
Polynesian, printed in Honolulu, 
Hawaii, ran a half-column article telling 
of the California gold strike. Ships from 
California cities arrived in Hawaii and 
spread the news further. It was reported 
on October 21st in Honolulu that "27 
vessels have left Honolulu sincethegold 
discovery, carrying 300 Europeans 
besides many natives. The islands suffer 
In consequence." 

In Oregon, immediately north of 
California, and extending upward to 
British Columbia, the word spread. One 
observer wrote than an estimated two- 
thirds of the white population of 
Oregon had left forthe gold fields by the 
autumn of the year. From Sonora in 
Mexico came four or five thousand 
others eager to strike it rich. 

The first official notice of the Califor- 
nia gold discovery was sent by T.O. 
Larkin on June 1st and received at 
Washington in the middle of Sep- 
tember. Scattered announcements 
appeared as a result. The first to 
generate excitement on a broad scale 
was an article In the Baltimore Sun dated 
September 20th, 1848, after which other 
eastern editors competed with each 
other in an effort to make the news 
sound as spectacular as possible, com- 
plete with exaggerations, 
embellishments, and made-up tales of 
fortune. There were little facts to go on 
at the time. These accounts would often 
be printed, embellished more, 
reprinted, and then revised once again. 
On December 5th, 1848, the President 
confirmed to Congress that gold had 
been discovered in quantity and ex- 
hibited a box filled with gold dust which 
was placed on exhibition at the War 
Office. 

The New York journal of Commerce 
ran an article which read: 

"At present the people are running 
over the country and picking it out of 
the earth here and there, just as 1,000 
hogs, let loose In a forest, would root 
up ground nuts. Some get eight to ten 
ounces a day, and the least active get 
one or two ounces. They make the 
most who employ the wild Indians to

hunt it for them. There was one man 
who had 60 Indians in his employ; his 
profits are $1 a minute." 

Gold fever swept America. On the East 
Coast notices were posted of clipper 
ships and other vessels leaving for San 
Francisco. Some adventurers took the 
long route around Cape Horn at the tip 
of South America. Others took one ship 
to Panama, crossed the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama by land (often at the peril of 
disease), and then boarded another ship 
for the final journey northward to San 
Francisco. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
was incorporated on April 12th, 1848, 
without knowledge of the gold dis- 
covery. The founders anticipated a lively 
trade with the West Coast ports, par- 
ticularly with the fur trade in Oregon. 
The route was to be between Panama 
and Astoria, Oregon. Three sidewheel 
steamships were built. The first of these, 
the California, sailed from New York on 
October 6th, 1848, at a time when the 
gold discoveries of California were just 
scattered rumors In the East. There was 
little public interest in gold at the time. 
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Those seeking the fastest route across the 
continent often sailed to Panama, crossed the 
Isthmus, and sailed on to San Francisco. But if 
tropical disease didn't claim them, their 
journey was often long delayed by the inabili- 
ty to find passage on overcrowded steamers. 

so no passengers boarded for California. 
On December 29th the ship reached 
Callao in Peru and encountered 
residents who had been infected with 
the gold fever. Although only 50 berths 
were available on the ship, many more 
requests were received. As many were 
filled as possible, despite the fact that 
originally it was not intended to take 
aboard any passengers until a landing 
was made at Panama. 

When the ship arrived at Panama it 
found waiting 1,500 people, some of 
whom had purchased tickets, waiting for 
passage! When all was said and done, 
over 400 people were admitted on board 
to find spaces wherever they could to 
sleep and eat. Fares were hiked ac- 
cordingly, with one passenger paying 
more to sleep on a coil of rope than an 
earlier passenger in Peru had paid for a 
stateroom! Minimum accommodations 
were sold for up to $1,000, it was said. 

The second steamer of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Line, the Oregon, arrived in 
Panama in the middle of March 1849. 
After a great struggle for tickets, some 
500 passengers were received. Then 
came the third vessel of the line, the 
Panama, which encountered a similar 
situation. A huge crowd sought to pay 
virtually any price to get any type of 
passage available. 

When the first ship, the California, 
after stopping at Acapulco and several 
other places along the western coast, 
arrived in San Francisco on February 


28th, 1849, it was greeted with a big 
celebration. However, the crew left the 
ship almost as quickly as the passengers 
did. Within a few hours just one person, 
an engineer, was left to man the vessel! 
Consequently, the California was 
stranded and was unable to make the 
return trip. 

However, the most popular route to 
California was overland, usually begin- 
ning with St. Joseph or Independence, 
Missouri, as the jumping-off spot. In 
these cities individuals, families, groups 
and companies gathered to form 
caravans. In contrast with the sea route, 
which was expensive If passage could be 
found at all, the overland routes af- 
forded the possibility of even the most 
Impoverished person going west. Some 
came with scarcely more than the 
clothes on their backs and the shoes on 
their feet. Others were over-equipped 
and brought with them pets, extra 
household appliances, and unneeded 
equipment and gadgets. Others carried 
clothing, household accessories, and 
other merchandise for resale. 

By early April, 1849, about 20,000 
people were at the frontier preparing to 
head westward as soon as spring came 
and there was sufficient grass to feed the 
horses, oxen, and cattle. Early in May the 
first group left, and for the next month 
the trail westward was one unbroken 
procession of people, cattle, and 
wagons streaming westward. 

Each night the group would break up 
into separate camps with the wagons 
forming a semicircle near a stream bed, 
or a circle in open country, with a 
campfire In the middle. Spirits were 
high, there was the flush of excitement, 
and the whole atmosphere was one of 
excitement and adventure. Early in the 
morning the march began again. Many 
preferred walking alongside the wagons 
to the bumpy, jolting ride inside. 
Wagons came in all shapes and forms. 
Some were little more than carts, others 
were huge Conestoga wagons with can- 
vas tops and with the bodies caulked 
with pitch to permit floating across 
streams. 

As time went on the romance faded. 
Torrential rains would sometimes alter- 
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Such emigrant's guides to the easy riches in the Sierras circulated throughout much of the world 
and led many wishful thinkers through unnecessary hardships and disappointing failure. 


nate with blinding sandstorms. Oxen 
would weaken and sometimes die. To 
lighten the load, things thought 
necessary at the beginning of the trip 
were often cast to the side of the trail. 
And, once the procession was well into 
the countryside, Indians were a fear, 
although in the early years the wagon 
trains were more of a curiosity than a 
threat to the native tribes. A cholera 
epidemic swept through the procession 
and thousands of people died. The trail 
from Missouri through Fort Laramie 
became littered with fresh grave sites, 
sometimes with a crude headboard but 
more often marked by signs where 
coyotes and other predators had un- 
earthed the remains. 

The northern route followed the 
Platte River to Grand Island, hence 
along the north branch to Fort Laramie, 
which at that time was the westernmost 
outpost of the United States. At Green 
River in the present state of Wyoming, 


the Pacific slope was encountered. From 
there the journey was to Fort Hall at the 
junction of the old Oregon Trail. As the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains approached, 
the trip became more of a hardship. The 
territory was dry with very little vegeta- 
tion. The days were warm, nights were 
cold, and pleasures were few. Faced 
with sickness, cattle in poor health, and 
other privations, many abandoned near- 
ly all of their personal effects and con- 
tinued on foot with just a few 
possessions. Some went to the Mormon 
community at Great Salt Lake to spend 
the winter. Others took side trails and 
became lost. Still others were attacked 
by Indians who would often prey upon 
Individuals or small groups. 

By late 1849 travel was even more 
difficult, along the overland route, as 
earlier caravans had consumed most of 
the grass, and by late summer many of 
the marshes and small streams had dried 
up. The native Indians became bolder 
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and presented a greater problem, and 
the western deserts and impending 
winter together took a terrible toll. It 
was estimated that only half the oxen 
who started the journey, not even a 
quarter of the horses, and most of the 
wagons never completed the trip. The 
trail was lined with abandoned vehicles, 
carcasses, and other signs of privation. 
Nine-tenths of the emigrants by this 
time were on foot with little food. Many 
had to spend the winter In the desert or 
at a camp. Many more perished. 

The southern route was less popular 
for the way was more circuitous. This 
route went from Independence, Mis- 
souri, down to Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
and from there via several different 
routes to California. In all, historian 
Bancroft estimated that In 1849,23,000 
Americans and 16,000 foreigners arrived 
by sea. An additional 42,000 came by the 
overland route. Many others came 
northward from Mexico. Close to 
100,000 people made the trip. 

Life in the Mining Camps 

Life in the camp provided many ex- 
citements. The 1850 California census 
noted that less than eight percent of the 
population was female, and In the min- 
ing districts the proportion of men to 
women was 50 to 1. Calaveras County 
had only 267 women in the total popula- 
tion of 16,884. Thesame county had only 
69 people over 60 years of age, for only 
the youthful could endure the rigors. 

As we have seen in the profusion of 
wealth, money often lost its meaning. A 
half dollar was the smallest coin to be 
generally seen in the commerce, and to 
offer a quarter as a tip would invite a 
sneer. Laborers' wages Increased to $10 
and craftsmen had no trouble earning 
$12 to $20 per day. 

Citizens were trusting and trusted. As 
noted, there was an occasional misstep 
which resulted in a jailing or lynching, 
but by and large the kingdom was 
peaceful. In the mining camps tents and 
shanties were seldom locked, and gold 
was left untended. One San Francisco 
shop posted a sign which invited patrons 
to selea items wanted and leave the 
money in a receptacle, for the owner

was on other business elsewhere. It was 
related that a gold watch was found in 
one of the mining camps and hung on a 
tree with a notice. It remained there for 
nearly two weeks until the rightful 
owner claimed it. 

By late 1849 Immigrants were arriving 
in substantial numbers, and problems 
increased. People from Indiana and Mis- 
souri in particular were considered to be 
illiterate and undesirable. Oneauthority 
stated that ''after the Missourians began 
to come. Insecurity increased. In 1850 
things had reached such a pitch that mail 
agents were afraid to carry gold, lest they 
should be murdered." 

Revolvers became a common sight. 
Arguments were often settled by duel- 
ing, a common arrangement being for 
the opponents to place themselves 
back-to-back, march five steps, and then 
turn and fire until all the revolver car- 
tridges were expended or one party was 
incapacitated. In 1854 it was estimated 
that in the preceding five years there 
had been 4,200 murders, 1,400 suicides, 
and 10,000 other unfortunate deaths. 
The following year, 1855, compiled a 
record of 538 violent deaths. 

Gambling flourished in the camps. In 
the city of San Francisco, which 
represented "civilization" to the miner, 
gambling was a big business. Many 
casinos prospered. 

Describing one such establishment, 
Bancroft writes: 

"The abode of fortune seeks 
naturally to eclipse all other saloons in 
splendor; and, indeed, the mirrors are 
larger, the paintings more costly, and 
the canvassed walls adorned with 
brighter figures. At one end is the 
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indispensible drinking bar, at the 
other a gallery for the orchestra, from 
which loud If not harmonious music 
floats upon the mirthy atmosphere 
laden with furies of smoke and foul 
breaths. These and other attractions 
are employed to excite the senses and 
break down all barriers before the 
strongest temptation, the piles of 
silver and gold in coin and dust and 
glittering lumps which border the 
leather-covered gaming tables, 
sometimes a dozen in number. From 
different directions is heard the cry, 
‘Make your bets, gentlemen!' midst 
the hum and clink of coins. ‘The game 
Is made,' and a hush of strained 
expeaancy attends the rolling ball or 
the turning card; then a resumption of 
the murmur and the jingling, as the 
stakes are counted out or raked in by 
the croupier." 

As the gold became harder to find in 
the mountains, incredible tales sprang 
up. In 1850 the ‘‘gold lake story" made 
the rounds of the mining camps. It told 
of a lake near the beginning of the 
Feather River, the shores of which were 
sprinkled with gold nuggets. One writer 
related that a Mr. Greenwood once 
lived on the shores of this lake and his 
children amused themselves by playing 
with the golden baubles. Another tale 
told of a marvelous volcanothat spurted 
molten silver from Its Innards. 

Perhaps most famous In the category 
of fantasy was the Gold Bluff hoax. In 
1850 the story was spread throughout 
San Francisco that millions of dollars 
worth of gold lay on an ocean beach just 
waiting to be picked up, all the mining 
work having been done by waves, which 
for eons earlier had pounded the gold- 
studded cliffs overlooking the ocean. A 
company was formed to exploit this 
bonanza stating that a profit of 
$43,000,000 was anticipated for the 
shareholders. Despite this heavenly 
promise, for some reason the 
shareholders were quite willing to sell 
their ownership interest to San Fran- 
ciscans caring to part with the money. 
Eight ships were scheduled to depart for 
the Gold Bluff, but before any got under 
way the hoax was exposed and the 


bubble burst. One account relates that 
samples of the Gold Bluff sand shown to 
prospective investors In San Francisco 
were nothing more than common ocean 
sand sprinkled with brass filings. 

Back in the realm of reality, the Inland 
gold country continued to produce gold 
at an increasing rate, although with 
more difficulty. Sluices and ditches were 
made to carry water to dry places so that 
gold could be washed out from the 
earth. In El Dorado County alone more 
than 600 miles of ditches had been built 
by 1856. Mining of quartz rock became 
increasingly important. By 1858 seven 
mills were in operation near Down- 
ieville, crushing 12,500 tons of ore an- 
nually. Other gold was extracted by the 
hydraulic method whereby a high 
pressure stream from a hose nozzle was 
directed against a dirt embankment. 
Many hills were literally washed away by 
this process. 

The amount of gold extracted will 
never be known for sure. One authority 
has estimated $270,000,000. Bancroft's 
estimates were higher: a total of 
$456,000,000 from 1848 to 1856 divided 
into $10,000,000 for the first year, 1848; 
$40,000,000 for the second year; 
$50,000,000 for the third; $60,000,000 
each for 1851 and 1852; $65,000,000 for 
the peak year of 1853; $60,000,000 for 
1854; $55,000,000 for 1855; and $56,000,- 
000 for 1856. It was further estimated that 
$331 ,000,000 worth of gold was exported 
from California. 

The record nugget was found in 
November 1854 in Calaveras County and 
weighed 161 pounds, including ap- 
proximately 20 pounds for attached 
quartz rock. At $17.25 per ounce the 
approximate value was $38,916. The 
measurements were about 15 inches by 
6 inches by 4 inches. 

The Irony of Supply and Demand 

From the beginning of the gold rush 
there was a coin shortage. Transactions 
in the gold fields were apt to take place 
in the form of gold dust or gold nuggets 
which were measured by the pinch for 
small purchases or on a balance scale for 
larger purchases. There was some 
chicanery, with charges being brought 
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that Indians and other people not 
familiar with the intricacies of finance 
were often cheated by the use of 
weights wrongly marked so that a 
greater amount of gold could be re- 
ceived in a given transaction. 

In the summer of 1848 a crisis arose In 
San Francisco. There were few cir- 
culating coins in banking or commercial 
channels, and yet United States customs 
regulations provided that duties on im- 
ported items could only be paid in coins. 
Colonel R.B. Mason instructed the 
customs collector to accept gold dust at 
the rate of $16 per ounce, but soon 
realizing that this was illegal he came up 
with a compromise. Merchants im- 
porting goods could deposit gold dust at 
the customs house at the rate of $10 per 
ounce as a security with the provision 
that it be redeemed In coin within sixty 
days. Otherwise the gold dust would be 
sold at auction. The few speculators who 
were able to obtain coins to use in the 
auction were able to buy gold dust from 
$6 to $8 per ounce while the merchants 
stood by helplessly. Later this order was 
modified to place a base price of $10 per 
ounce so that the government would 
not lose money; any overage realized at 
auction would be paid to the merchants 
who made the deposits. 

Colonel Mason was faced with a 
problem. He knew a large amount of 
gold dust would be received, perhaps 
$10,000 to $20,000 worth at a time. 
Should this gold dust be auctioned and 
bring less than $10 per ounce there 
would be a shortage on the government 
books and Mason would be considered 
an incompetent manager. He strongly 
recommended that a mint be es- 
tablished to convert gold dust into coins. 

Another problem arose when Orien- 
tal merchants, who supplied much of 
San Francisco, demahded silver bullion 
and coins in payment for their merchan- 
dise; gold was not In favor with them. 
The few silver coins which could be had 
were purchasable only by offering a 
premium in gold dust for them. 

Private Issues 

On September 9th, 1848, a large 
public gathering was held during which

the value of gold dust was established at 
$16 per ounce. There was much dis- 
satisfaction with this decision for it was 
felt that much of the gold was of high 
purity and should command $18 or 
more. To fill this gap various Individuals, 
bankers, and others produced private 
gold coins. The first of these were $5 
gold pieces produced by Norris, Grieg & 
Norris, a Benicia City firm with connec- 
tions in San Francisco and Stockton. The 
inscriptions of these pieces read: FULL 
WEIGHTOF HALF EAGLE/CALIFORNIA 
GOLD WITHOUT ALLOY. 

Edgar H. Adams, celebrated re- 
searcher on the California private 
coinage series, noted that the first men- 
tion of privately minted coins appeared 
in the Alta California issue of May 31, 
1849: “We have In our possession a five 
dollar gold coin, struck at Benicia City, 
although the imprint Is San Francisco. In 
general it resembles the United States 
coin of the same value, but bears the 
private stamp of Norris, Grieg & Norris, 
and is in other particulars widely 
different.'' Assays of three of these 
pieces revealed the Intrinsic worth to be 
$4.83, $4.89, and $4,951/2 respectively, 
with IViit per coin added for the value of 
natural silver alloy included. 

For years numismatists bought, sold, 
and traded these Norris, Grieg & Norris 
pieces. All known specimens had on the 
center of the reverse the Inscription: 
1849 SAN FRANCISCO. Then around 
1960 San Francisco dealer Earl Parker 
came up with a hitherto unknown varie- 
ty, onewith STOCKTON belowthedate. 
Offered at $10,000, It found no buyers. I 
remember corlsidering it at thetime and 
thinking that It was an immense sum of 
money. Finally it was bought by Jahries F. 
Kelly, of Daytdn, who subsequently 
resold it.

Grieg & Norris pieces, Moffat & Com- 
pany, assayers and gold brokers, issued 
rectangular Ingots of gold of several i 

denominations, predominantly of the 
$16 value, a figure which coincided with 
the value of one ounce of gold. Five and 
ten dollar gold pieces minted by the j 

same firm also appeared in that summer 
of 1849. 

By the end of the year many other i 

private coiners were Into the act. Some 
of these were formed in the east by 
speculators who hoped to make a for- 
tune when they arrived in the Golden 
State. The Massachusetts & California 
Company issued $5 pieces in gold as well I 

as other metals. It is probable that most if | 

not all of these were struck as patterns ] 

and were produced In the East and not * 

from California metal. 

On August 7th, 1849, the firm of 
Wright & Company requested govern- 
ment permission to coin $5 and $10 gold 
pieces which would be receivable for 
customs duty. Permission was refused. 

Shortly thereafter the firm reorganized 
as a banking institution under the i 

Miners' Bank name, housed in what 
Adams described as ''a little wooden 
cottage for which a yearly rental of 
$75,000 was paid." While this figure may j 

be exaggerated, crude buildings, often * 

made of canvas, rented for as much as . 

$10,000 to $30,000 per year In prime San 
Francisco locations at the time. 

Ten-dollar gold pieces were issued, 
although without government sanction. 

The obverse portrayed the simple in- 
scription: MINER'S BANK/SAN FRAN- 
CISCO. The reverse displayed an eagle. 

A government assay showed that the ' 

Miners' Bank eagle contained just $9.65 
worth of gold. The light value was 
recognized, and for this reason the coins 
were rejected. A letter printed in Alta ^ 

California on April 11th, 1850, related 
that: “The issue of the Miners' Bank is a 
drug on the market. Brokers refuse to ^ 

touch it at less than a 20% discount. On 
January 14th, 1850, the firm went out 
of business. 

The Alta California issue of May 31, 

1849, reported that “We learn that Mr. * 

Theodore Dubosq, a jeweler from 
Philadelphia, who recently arrived in the 
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I 


Gray Eagle has brought with him the 
f necessary machinery for striking private 

I coins/' Although pattern copper coins 

dated 1849 with the Dubosq imprint are 
[ known, no gold specimens exist today. A 

few $5 and $10 issues dated the following 
year, 1850, are known to numismatists. 

Apparently many pieces minted in 
1851 were dated 1850, for it was reported 
that during the first three months of 1851 
^ $150,000 worth was struck. An assay 

revealed that the Dubosq $10 gold 
pieces had an intrinsicvalueof $9.93and 
$5 pieces, $4.96. 

' Exceedingly rare today are the $5 and 

$10 gold Issues of the Cincinnati Mining 
& Trading Company. Apparently the 
firm was formed in Ohio with a large 
[ number of stockholderstoengagein the 

i activity of California gold coinage. It is 

not known whether members of the 
company ever reached California or 
' whether gold coins were ever struck 

^ there. It is presumed that the few known 

I specimens were all produced in the East. 

I In the summer of 1849 the firm of 

Ormsby & Company, composed of Dr. 

[ J.S. Ormsby, a Pennsylvanian, and Major 

I William M. Ornsby, who 11 years later 

was killed In Nevada during an Indian 
battle, was set up on K Street In 
^ Sacramento. Dr. William W. Light, an 

Ohio dentist, was employed at a salary of 
$50 per day to supervise the mint. Tiring 
of the employment he soon resigned 
and went to the gold fields to seek a 
greater fortune. $5 and $10 gold pieces 
I were struck from dies using a 

' sledgehammer. The pieces were 

f lightweight and were thus unpopular in 

^ the channels of commerce, an assay 

revealing that the 1849 Ormsby $10 gold 
piece had an intrinsic value of just $9.37. 

' Dunbar & Company, Shultz & Company, 

Templeton Reid, Pacific Company, 
Baldwin & Company, Kellogg & Com- 
pany, and others contributed to the 
I coins in circulation. 

, Among the most impressive of the 

i early California coins were the 50-dollar 

I round gold “slugs" produced by Wass, 

Molltor & Company in 1855. This firm, 
which began business in 1851 and which 
produced coins dated 1852 and 1855, 
was one of the largest.

On November 25, 1851, Wass, Molitor 
& Company ran the following notice in 
the San Francisco hlerald: 

“Assay Office — Important 

Advantage — the subscribers are now 
ready to melt and assay gold-dust, and 
will pay to parties depositing the dust 
the net proceeds as soon as the dust Is 
melted and assayed, less the usual 
percentage for melting and assaying. 
The advantage In this arrangement is 
that the depositor gets his money 
within 48 hours after depositing the 
dust.'' 

Shortly thereafter the first coinage 
materialized, the initial $5 gold piece 
apparently making its debut around 
January 8th. The impressive $50 piece 
made Its first appearance sometime ear- 
ly in 1855. The Sacramento Daily Union 
on April 30th of that year noted: 

“Colonel Pardee of Wells, Fargo & 
Company's Express has exhibited to us 
a new $50 gold piece, which In a great 
measure is destined to supplant the 


old-fashioned oaagon slug now in 
circulation. This coin is circular, 
almost entirely destitute of ornament, 
and plain as a maiden's countenance 
who has breathed the air of 50 
summers. At the outer edge of one 
side are the words 'Wass, Molitor & 
Co, San Francisco,' enclosing on the 
centre of the coin the figures '900' and 
abbreviated word 'Thous.' with the 
figures '50' underneath and the world 
‘Dollars' below the latter figures. On 
the reverse of the coin is a homely 
head of Liberty and the figures '1855.' 
The coin certainly has no pretentions 
to beauty, nevertheless we would not 
like to refuse a few to break with our 
friends." 

Apparently these were struck in very 
large numbers, for the newspaper Alta 
California on May 16th, 1855, noted that 
“Wass, Molitor & Company have com- 
menced issuing their $50 and $20 pieces 
at the rate of $38,000 per day. The coin Is 
above the United States standard and is 
confidently received throughout the 
state." 

In the same year the firm of Kellogg & 
Company produced a round $50 gold 
piece, the dies for which still exist today 
In San Francisco. The dozen or so 
specimens known today are all in proof 
or Impaired proof condition. It is doubt- 
ful if any specimens ever reached actual 
circulation; perhaps they were intended 
as patterns. Edgar H. Adams could locate 
no contemporary reference to them. 

In July 1848 it was resolved by a 
meeting of San Francisco citizens that 
the state open an assay office to stan- 
dardize the tests for gold being found in 
the nearby mountains. It was further 
suggested that the assayer convert gold 
dust and nuggets into ingots ap- 
propriately stamped with the fineness, 
weight, and value. On April 20th, 1850, 
the office of State Assayer became a 
reality. Frederick D. Kohler, a private 
assayer, sold his business to Baldwin & 
Company and set up trade on behalf of 
the state. A May 24th, 1850, announce- 
ment in Alta California read: 

“The undersigned have opened an 
office in the building now occupied 
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by Messrs. Baldwin & Company, south 
side of Portsmouth Square, and will be 
prepared to receive gold-dust for 
smelting and assaying on Monday the 
13th, and according with the provision 
of the law passed by the legislature of 
state, April 20, 1850. In making this 
announcement we beg leave to state 
that desiring to establish an office at 
the earliest practical moment our 
arrangements are necessarily less 
complete than they otherwise would 
have been; nevertheless, we trust that 
they will be found sufficient to meet 
the wants of the community."' 

On the first day nearly 5,000 ounces of 
gold were deposited. One gold bar 
received by Kohler had a value of $519 
marked on it, and upon assay it was 
shown to be worth $570.54. However, 
most problems were In the other direc- 
tion. During the first few days 40 fake 
gold nuggets weighing from a few 
ounces up to a pound each were 
brought in for assaying. Business 
became so intense that Kohler and his 
employees worked late Into the night. 

Ingots bearing Kohler's stamp were 
issued In many denominations, with 
such diverse values as $36.55, $37.31, 
$40.07, $41.68, $45.34, $50.00, and $54.09 
being reported. Apparently at one time 
denominations up to $150 were pro- 
duced. Most were made at San Fran- 
cisco; however, some were made at a 
branch in Sacramento. 

The most important of the California 
private coiners was Moffat & Company. 
John L. Moffat, a New York assayer, went 
to California early in 1849 and opened an 
assaying and refining business in com- 
pany with Joseph R. Curtis, P.H.W. Perry, 
and Samuel H. Ward. 

In the same year Moffat began 
producing reaangular gold Ingots of 
various values from $9.43 to $264, the 
most common being of the $16 
denomination — equal to one ounce of 
gold. Albert Kuner, who arrived in San 
Francisco July 16th, was hired by Moffat 
to prepare dies for coins. The first piece 
to appear was a ten-dollar issue followed 
by pieces of the five-dollar denomina- 
tion. 


From the beginning these coins en- 
joyed a wide acceptance. A mixed group 
of Moffat & Company $10 coins bearing 
the dates 1849 and 1850 were shown to 
have an average value of $9.96 7/10ths. 

Official Sanction Brings Stability 

Requests continued to be made by 
San Francisco merchants and citizens for 
the establishment of a government mint. 
While this was not acted upon favorably 
by Congress at the time, they did 
authorize the Secretary of the Treasury 
in September 1850 to negotiate with the 
owner of an established assaying 
business in California to act as an agent 
of the United States and affix the United 
States government stamp to indicate the 
fineness and value of each piece. Moffat 
and Company received the contraa. 
Moffat and Company ceased issuing 
private coins and moved to a larger 
establishment. On January 29th, 1851, 
the Daily Alta California carried the 
following advertisement: 

“UNITED STATES ASSAY OFFICE. 
We give notice that on or about the 
first of February ensuing we will be 
prepared to receive gold-dust for 
smelting and assaying, and forming 
the same into ingots and bars, in 
accordance with our recent contract 
with the secretary of the treasury, 
authorized by the act of Congress 
approved September 30, 1850, under 
the supervision of the United States 
Assay, Augustus Humbert, Esq., who 
will cause the United States stamp to 
be affixed to the same. Moffat and 
Company." 

The first issues, $50 gold pieces of 
octagonal shape, were produced on 
January 30th or 31st, 1851. Larger 
specimens of $100 and $200 
denominations were made from the 
same dies and were similar except for 
the added thickness. Today only the $50 
gold ingots are known. In addition large 
ingots of $500 and $1,000 values were 
struck. 

Although the $50 pieces were referred 
to as ingots by the Treasury, they soon 
became known as “slugs" by the public. 
(Legend has it that a group of these 
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massive coins, when wrapped in a 
handkerchief, were effective for ''slug- 
ging'' any adversary!) Despite the of- 
ficial United States sanction, and despite 
the fact that the $50 slugs of the United 
States Assay Office were received at face 
value in payment for customs duty, 
there was divided opinion, even among 
government officials, whether or not 
they were legal tender in commerce. 
When the Director of the Mint in 
Philadelphia was queried as to his 
opinion about the $50 gold pieces struck 
in California, he said that they were a 
convenience for the owners of bullion 
but the stamp of the United States 
Assayer did not make them legal tender. 

Nevertheless, the pieces did bring a 
stability to commerce. Most other types 
of private coins minted in 1849 and 1850 
were brought to the U.S. Assay Office, 
received at varying discounts, and con- 
verted into gold. Included were many 
private gold coins from other regions 
including the debased "Great Salt Lake 
City Pure Gold" pieces issued by the 
Mormons in Utah (a $10 Mormon piece 
had an intrinsic value of just slightly over 
$7), and $5 and $10 gold pieces of 
Oregon. Soon there were very few coins 
of smaller denominations in circulation, 
a situation which created another 
problem. United States coins of lesser 
denominations minted at eastern mints 
still sold at a premium. At one time 3% 
was charged for changing a $50 piece 
into other coins. Again there was a cry 
for the establishment of a United States 
mint which would produce coins of 
many different denominations. 

The situation continued to be acute, 
and the discount deepened, often 
equaling 4%, which made a U.S. Assay 
Office $50 gold piece worth just $48 in 
terms of other coins, not much of an 
improvement over the various minor 
privately-issued gold coins which the 
$50 pieces replaced. Finally on 
December 9th, 1851, the United States 
Treasury authorized Moffat and Com- 
pany to make $10 and $20 pieces, and 
these were subsequently produced. In 
the same year Moffat & Company was 
dissolved and a new firm, comprised of 


the same partners but known as the 
United States Assay Office of Gold, 
emerged. Coinage was continued 
through December 14, 1853. 

Production of $50 gold pieces must 
have been tremendous. In 1851 it was 
estimated that output occasionally at- 
tained the figure of $100,000 value per 
day. These $50 slugs and other issues 
were exported in large numbers, some 
from San Francisco and others indirectly 
from the East Coast. Early in 1853 the 
steamer Asia took $200,000 In $50 gold 
pieces from New York City to Liverpool. 
There were many other examples. 

In late 1853 Curtis and Perry began the 
work which led to the building of the 
United States Mint. Some of the old U.S. 
Assay Office of Gold machinery was 
used as well as the old facilities. The mint 
was extended along the street by an 
additional 20 feet to accommodate the 
expanded business, and on April 15, 
1854 the San Francisco Mint began 
produalon of official United States 
coins. 

The history of the California gold rush 
and Its subsequent gold issues is a story 
soon taken to heart by all students of 
U.S. numismatics and those who seek 
tales of sudden fortune. But as so often 
happens in numismatic history, these 
events held far greater impact than 
Imaginable on theshapeof America. For 
in the rriid 19th century, the United 
States had only recently acquired vast 
expanses of western territory, and the 
West was still largely considered a 
desert, of little value, a wilderness good 
only for savages, mountain men and fur 
traders. But the call of gold would 
squelch all fears, offering the needed 
impetus to carry pioneers from coast to 
coast, helping to establish our continen- 
tal borders and the need for safe 
transport throughout. The discovery of 
gold focused attention on the great 
wealth hidden in the West, a wealth 
which if not to be found in gold, was to 
be found In fertile land, majestic scenic 
beauty, and the pioneering spirit. In 
1849 the eyes and ears of the world were 
all on the Sierra Nevadas of California, 
and America would never be the same. 
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In a tradition reminiscent of when the ANA published conven- 
tion papers, the editorial department adopted the policy in 7976 of 
publishing those presentations given at the annual ANA convention 
Educational Forum which are adaptable for publication. This article 
by Richard Doty records, with minor editing, his presentation given 
August 24th at the 87th ANA Anniversary Convention in Houston. 


Money 
as a 

Political Weapon 


by Dr. Richard Doty 


'^WHEN MONEY TALKS, PEOPLE LISTEN,'' is a popular slogan 
and another way of saying that coins and paper money almost 
always carry a message, whether In writing or pictorial form. 
When these legends or pictures are intended to convince the 
people who view them of a particular point of view, they are 
being used as a form of propaganda. The answer as to why a 
government would use money as a means of reinforcing its 
philosophy to its people lies in the evolving relationship between 
the individual and the state. 


So long as the state is small, there is 
relatively little difficulty in insuring a 
common sense of nationality or loyalty 
to the government. People tend to know 
the ruler and his policies well, and they 
tend to have a feeling of common 
identity, the more so because they are 
usually members of the same ethnic 
group. But as a state becomes larger, 
difficulties arise for whoever rules it. A 
smaller percentage of people is likely to 
know about the ruler and his policies 
and, if the state becomes very large, it Is 
likely to contain more than one ethnic. 


religious, or linguistic group. In brief, 
problems in insuring a common loyalty 
to a state and its ruler, and a common 
sense of belonging to the same nation, 
increase as a state grows larger. 
Somehow the word must be gotten to 
the people that they are one people, 
that they have a common ruler, and 
most importantly, that the ruler has the 
right to his position. If that common 
bond isn't present, the government 
needs a means by which to create it, and 
if the bond is weak, it must be 
strengthened. 
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when coinage was first invented in 
the 7th century before Christ, the means 
was found. Coins had several advantages 
as a tool for conveying ideas. Since they 
had value, they would pass from hand to 
hand and be eagerly accepted by the 
public. They could be mass produced; 
indeed they were one of the few 
products in the ancient world which 
could be mass produced due to the 
relative simplicity of the coining process 
at the time. Coins could be made large 
enough to convey messages and figures 
of a propaganistic intent. Finally, and 
most importantly, any government 
seeking to use a coin for propaganda 
had a captive audience — the people 
living under its rule who had to use some 
kind of money in daily transactions. So it 
was felt that the people would use this 
money and eventually learn and 
hopefully come to believe the slogans 
and designs it incorporated. 


"Among all ancient peoples, 
the Romans stand out for the 
longevity, variety and 
consistency with which they 
used coinage for propaganda." 


We first see glimpses of this use of 
coinage among several ancient peoples 
including the Persians and the Greeks. 
But to see propaganda on ancient 
coinage in full flower, we must go to 
Rome. Among all ancient peoples, the 
Romans stand out for the longevity, 
variety, and consistency with which they 
used coinage for propaganda. 

The Roman Empire, at the heightof its 
power, encompassed close to a million 
square miles with a population of 
perhaps one hundred million, most of 
whom were not Romans. Instead, the 
empire was made up of dozens of 
different peoples, each with its own 
language, religion, and way of life. The 
Romans just happened to be the minori- 
ty in command. To retain that control. It 
was tremendously important for the 
Roman state to build a sense of loyalty to 
Rome, its rulers, and its culture among 
these diverse peoples. Added to this was

another reason for the use of 
propaganda was the political 
insecurity of the emperor." 


Rome's deep seated belief that its 
historic mission was to go out and 
civilize other people — in short, to make 
good Romans out of them. To build a 
common loyalty to a state, of Romaniz- 
ing people ranging from barbarian Ger- 
mans to civilized Greeks to Arab 
bedouins, some form of mass com- 
munication had to be found, and in a 
period lacking radio, television, motion 
pictures, newspapers, and mass pro- 
duced books, coinage was about the 
only tool available. 

Along with the increasing alien pop- 
ulations that came under the Empire's 
control, another reason for the use of 
propaganda was the political insecurity 
of the emperor. While Rome began 
around 509 B.C. as a kingdom, the king 
was thrown out around 500 B.C. when 
the Roman Republic was established. 
Subsequently, while a Roman ruler 
might establish absolute control as a 
dictator, he could not style himself as a 
king. While the Romans were In fact 
content to be ruled by monarchs, they 
would never admit tosuch by name. The 
disadvantage or dilemma for a ruler was 
that lacking the aura of a divinely 
anointed king, a challenge to his rule 
was always a possibility. After all, if you 
have one general who happens to be 
emperor, what makes him any better 
than a number of equally distinguished 
men scattered over the empire? But by 
placing his portrait on the coinage, by 
making reference to his personal virtues 
and accomplishments while he was 
ruler, the emperor hoped to persuade 
the public that he should remain head- 
of-state. If he were successful, the 
chances of a revolt against him would be 
diminished. 

Propaganda on coinage fell into two 
categories — a celebration of Rome and 
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Figure 2 


the empire and praise for the emperor. 
In practice, Roman coins tend to 
celebrate both the st^te and the 
emperor, but it is possible to see a 
greater or lesser emphasis on these 
elements on individual coins. For exam- 
ple, figure 1, a large bropze Issue that is 
called a sestertius, pays homage to the 
goddess Roma, patron of th§ city of 
Rome. The emperor's he^d appears on 
the other side (in this case Nero), but 
there is a conscious attempt to celebrate 
the Roman state itself on this coin. The 
same could be said of Figure 2 which was 
struck almost two hundred years later. It 
commemorates the thousandth an- 
niversary of the supposed founding of 
Rome in 753 B.C., apd the coin itself 
dates from 248 A.D. The animal type 
refers to the games that were held to 
mark the event in which wild animals 
fought. This is also an oblique reference 
to the emperor, because he was the man 
who put up the money that paid for the 
games. 

Other Roman coiqs pay tribute to 
various organs of the state such as the 
senate you see on Figure 3. The large SC 
In the center of the coin Is short for 
senatus consulto, which means this coin

was struck by decree of the senate. Now 
the senate at this period of the empire, 
during the reign of Tiberius, had no real 
power, but the letters SC indicating Its 
supposed contrpi over bronze coinage 
regularly appeared for jhe next three 
hundred years. 

The Army was also frequently men- 
tioned on Roman coinage. Figure 4 with 
two soldiers and a military standard 
became very common in the fourth 
century A.D. It may have been intended 
to prop up the morale of the Roman 
army which was increasingly falling un- 
der barbarian attacks. Whether or not 
that was the case, it was so popular that 
the barbarians eventually copied it 
themselves. Still other coins pay tribute 
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to various Roman provinces and usually 
have a seated figure with the name of 
the province around it. This type of coin 
was prominent during the reign of the 
emperor Hadrian, who made several 
trips to the distant parts of his empire 
during his 21 year reign, 117 to 138 A.D. 
Figure 5 represents the Province of 
Espana or Spain, and Figure 6 celebrates 
free Egypt. Imperial Roman coins often 
pay homage to the empire. 

A head of the reigning emperor 
adorns the obverses of most Roman 
coins of the period. Figure 7 is Antonius 
Pius who ruled around 150 A.D. The 
reverse figure may be representing 
some particular virtue of the ruler such 
as his clemency or sense of justice, or in 
this case, his piety (Pius Agustus, mean- 
ing piety of the Augustus or the 
emperor). In other cases we find the 
figure of a god symbolizing divine favor 
towards and protection of the monarch. 
On Figure 8, a gold aureus of Trajan, 
who ruled from 98 to 117 A.D., we see a 
figure of Jupiter conferring his blessings 
on a much smaller figure representing 
the emperor. There could be no more 
blatant a statement of the close 
relationship between an emperor and 
the gods than there is on this coin. 

The prowess of the emperor in war 
was often symbolized on coins, especial- 
ly during the reign of Trajan. Figure 9 
shows a captive victim of Rome's military 
victory, while Figure 10 displays two 
soldiers with the spoils of war. Domestic 
accomplishments of the emperor might 
also be proudly commemorated. Nero 
depicted a bird's-eye view of the port of 
Ostia on Figure 11, a port that he 
modernized. Nero also thought of 
himself as a great musician, cultured and 
refined, and on Figure 12 portrays 
himself as Apollo playing a lyre. 

The family of the emperor occasional- 
ly appeared on state coinage; on Figure 
13, Suptimius Severus, who ruled from 
193 to 211 A.D., has placed the images of 
his wife and children. This tender family 
portrait, however, was disrupted shortly 
after its issuance when the emperor s 
son Caracalla murdered his brother 
Geta. The emperors hoped that 
familiarizing the people with their sons

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would assure a peaceful succession to 
the throne and avoid a civil war upon 
their own death. 

In calling attention to themselves, 
their families, and their 
accomplishments, the emperor sought 
to convince the public of both his right 
to rule and his qualifications that 
justified this right. With the passing of 
the Roman empire in the fifth century 
A.D., propaganda coinage virtually dis- 
appeared, and it would be more than a 
thousand years before its revival to a 
state of use comparable with ancient 
Roman coinage. 

The disappearance of this type of 
money in the Middle Ages, and well 
beyond, was conditioned by the 
economic and political realities of the 
day. On the economic side, as Europe 
slid backward into a barter system, there 
was a reduced need for any kind of 
coinage at all, with or without propagan- 
da. The rebirth of European trade did 
not begin until the eleventh and twelth 
centuries, and even then It was very slow 
in reviving. Moreover, it will be recalled 
that propaganda on coinage becomes 
desirable when a state reaches a certain

size. Medieval Europe was composed of 
literally hundred of kingdoms, the 
duchies, the baronies, free cities and so 
on, none of which was large enough or 
ethnically and religiously complex 
enough to have benefited from this type 
of coinage. It was not until the very late 
Middle Ages that the large national 
states such as France and England, which 
we now associate with modern Europe, 
began to emerge. So the inclusion of 
propaganda on coins was not a medieval 
phenomenon, due to a relative scarcity 
of coinage and to an absence of space 
large enough to take advantage of It. 

By 1500 all this was beginning to 
change. The economies were reviving, 
creating a need for more money, and 
new ambitious nation states were 
gathering their empires. The employ- 
ment of money for propaganda was 
rediscovered and used, sparingly at first, 
as in the case of the American and 
French revolutions, and then more and 
more generously as time went on. It has 
come into full flowering in this century, 
however, in two distinct phases. The first 
of these phases was what we might call 
the era of the total state, which lasted 
from the end of World War I to the 
closing of World War II, and, in this 
sense, three examples stand out. 

The first example of the total state 
occurred in Russia. In 1917 the last czar 
of Russia was overthrown and a 
provisional government took Its place. 
But this new regime was short lived, and 
late in 1917 it too was overthrown, 
replaced by a Soviet dictatorship under 
Lenin. Russia's transition to communist 
rule was not a peaceful one. For the next 
six years the country was racked by civil 
war and foreign invasion. On the one 
side were the Soviets, while on the other 
was a variety of forces. Including every 
shade of the political spectrum from 
moderate socialists to reactionary 
monarchists. Alarmed by the prospect of 
communism in Russia, several nations, 
including Britain, France, and the U- 
nited States, sent in expeditionary forces. 
Ordinarily, these cooperated with local 
anti-Communists called Whites. Faced 
with local resistance and foreign inva- 
sion, the Soviet government turned to

propaganda as one way to win the civil 
war. The propaganda in question in- 
cluded posters, films, and speeches, all 
intended to shore up Soviet morale and 
convince people who might be doubt- 
ing that the new regime ought to 
remain in power. 

Soviet propaganda also appeared on 
currency of the period, mainly paper 
money, out of fear of coinage being 
hoarded. Communist slogans and 
allegories became a constant feature on 
Russia's money, most notably on a 
curious series of notes issued in 1919 and 
1920 (Figure 14). Collectors sometimes 
call these notes Babylonians because 
they include the slogan '‘Workers of the 
World Unite" in Russian, German, 
French, Arabic, English, Chinese, and 
Italian, along with the revolution's sym- 
bol of the hammer and sickle. The 
multilingual text may have been aimed 
at some of the foreign armies in hopes 
that the rank and file would realize that 
they were workers first and soldiers 
second and give up and go home. 

By the early 1920's, sufficient order 
had been restored in the Soviet State to 
resume the production of coinage, and 
from its beginning to the present day, 
Soviet coinage has always had a very 
high propaganda content. On the 1924 
ruble we see one worker leading 
another to a revolutionary farm, while 
the reverse has the Russian for "Workers 
of the World Unite," along with the 
hammer and sickle (Figure 15). 

Another example occurred in Italy 
during the dictatorship of Benito 
Mussolini who ruled there from 1922 to 
1943. Mussolini was a bit more subtle 
than the Russians, but the image of his 
party, the fasces, appears on most Italian 
coins of the period, sometimes as a very 
small part of the design and sometimes 
as a dominant element (Figure 16).

However, Mussolini gave Italy perhaps 
some of the most beautiful coinage of 
modern times, reminiscent of ancient 
Roman money as the illustrated com- 
parison shows (Figure 17). On the twenty 
lira piece Mussolini adopted one char- 
acteristic the Romans had used along 
with the Byzantine rulers afterward. At 
the extreme left of the field Is the date 
1936, but above is XIV indicating the 
fourteenth year since Mussolini's march 
on Rome in October of 1922. This is 
another way of reminding people of the 
similarity between Mussolini's Italy and 
the ancient Roman Empire. The designs 
are very similar, and In this instance the 
modern coin is dated 1936 while the 
Roman coin was struck around 136 B.C. 

This similarity in terms of design was 
deliberate. Mussolini wanted to es- 
tablish a second Roman Empire and by 
producing coins which looked like 
those of the Roman Empire, he hoped to 
persuade modern day Italians that they 
too were living In a golden age under his 
dictatorship which would see Italy's 
return to its rightful position in human 
affairs. His attempts to give Italy a new 
empire helped bring on World War II, 
that in turn led to his dictatorship's 
demise. But his coins remain and they 
are, in my opinion, among the triumphs 
of twentieth century numismatic art.

The same cannot be said for the issues 
of his German counterpart, Adolph 
Hitler. In Germany's case the symbol was 
everything. The hakenkreuz was the 
swastika, symbol of the Nazi Party. The 
swastika appeared on everything in Ger- 
many in those days from hundred foot 
banners at party rallies to personal 
jewelry of the party faithful. It was 
inevitable that it should have appeared 
on Germany's coinage, and it did as long 
as the party was in power (Figure 18). 
When Germany went down in defeat in 
1945, the Allies created a bit of 
propaganda of theirownonthe coinage 
that occupied Germany. On one of the 
last German pfennig made in zinc and

Struck in Berlin in 1945 right before the 
collapse of Berlin (Figure19),we can see 
how the Allies, after they took over and 
divided Germany, very neatly removed 
the swastika. 

It should not be supposed that 
propaganda on coins is a thing of the 
past, nor should It be assumed that its 
usage is limited to dictatorships. Any 
government wishing to heighten 
national feeling, or any state desiring to 
celebrate its accomplishments or those

of its people, might choose this method 
of communication. The FAO series is an 
example of a multinational effort. The 
nations of theThird World in Africa, Asia 
and Latin America are especially likely to 
use this kind of money. Until recently 
much of the Third World was under the 
direct or Indirect control of western 
European nations, and leaders of newly 
independent countries feel that It is 
essential to build a sense of national 
Identity among their people. Coinage 
with the right designs and slogans is 
one method of seeking to achieve that. 

In the Islamic world, Egypt has been 
the leader in this kind of coinage. The 
silver fifty piastra of 1956, for example 
(Figure 20), celebrates the British 
evacuation of the country in a simple 
bold design — a man in ancient Egyptian 
costume and broken chains, sym- 
bolizing freedom. A few years later, the 
government of Carnal Abdul Nasser 
called national attention to the con- 
struction of the Aswan High Dam as seen 
on the gold five pound piece of 1960 
(Figure 21). Ten years later Nasser died 
and his passing was marked by the silver 
pound of 1960 (Figure 22). 

In Africa the issues of several former 
British colonies are of importance. 
Among them, Zambia, formerly 
Northern Rhodesia, usually depicts the 
nation's leader. Dr. Kenneth Kaunda 
(Figure 23). But early issues were based 
on the British shilling, and, presumably 
in a desire to heighten feeling of African 
nationality among Zambia's people. Dr. 
Kaunda's government changed to a 
decimal system and renamed the 
coinage so that one shilling became ten 
ngwee (Figure 24). Several other 
African states have now adopted the 
same practice. It's a subtle form of 
propaganda, of telling people that 
things have changed and that the 
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Figure 22 

government is responsible for those 
changes. 

Modern Latin American coins and 
bills also often have the purpose of 
propaganda in their designs. The Mex- 
ican ten peso of 1960 (Figure 25) was 
meant to call national attention to two 
great events in the country's history — 
the War of Independence from Spain in 
1810 and the Mexican revolution which 
began a century later in 1910 and led to 
great reforms and modernization. The 
leaders of the respective movements, 
Francisco Madero and Miguel Hidalgo, 
are depicted. The hundred peso note 
from Mexico pays homage to one of the 
fathers of the present Mexican govern- 
ment and a leader of the Mexican 
revolution, Venustiano Carranza (Figure 
26). 

The celebration of national ac- 
complishments and leaders with an eye

towards building national pride is not 
confined to Third World countries. The 
U.S. dollar coin commemorating Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower on the 
reverse celebrates the success of the 
United States space effort in landing a 
man on the moon (Figure 27). The 
reverse design is a close adaptation of 
the uniform patch worn by the Apollo XI 
astronauts, and Elsenhower, of course, 
was the man who began the effort to get

us into space in the first place. The 
Russians commemorated their own 
achievements in space with a coin that 
was also issued in commemoration of 
the 50th anniversary of the Russian 
Revolution (Figure 28). So we see that 
the use of propaganda on coinage is a 
tradition long established In Man's 
history, still much in evidence today, 
and likely to be with us long into the 
future.

2. Commemorative Coins 

Commemoration of persons and events on coinage has long been a 
distinguished tradition in our culture, dating to ancient Rome^^^ and, 
commencing in 1892,^00 in the United States. Dozens of American 
institutions and individuals have been honored^oi with this distinct form 
of commemoration, which requires an act of Congress302 for authorization 
because the coin created has a legal tender status, albeit one not primarily 
intended for circulation at face value. 

Private sponsors of commemorative coin issues were the prime 
beneficiaries of early issues, and the coins produced by the Mint were 
inevitably turned over to local or state commissions which subsequently 
sold the pieces at a profit to souvenir hunters, coin collectors, dealers, and 
speculators. The government received its normal seigniorage from the 
production of the coin, while the sponsoring agency received the 
difference between the face value or base cost and the actual selling price. 
The Grant memorial coinage of 1922303 is illustrative. The Ulysses S. 
Grant Centenary Memorial Association was incorporated in Ohio for the 
purpose of erecting buildings in honor of the late president. Funding for 
the purpose was to come from the sale of commemorative coins. Congress 
authorized the striking of 10,000 gold one dollar commemorative coins and 
250,000 silver fifty cent pieces, which the association was authorized to 
sell. All of the gold issues were sold, and of 100,000 half dollars actually 
produced, 71,600 pieces were consumed and the balance melted by the 
Mint. 304

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Individual proposals for such medals as the Grant commemoratives 
were themselves inconsequential and served valid purposes, but as 
President Hoover pointed out in his veto message of April 21, 1930: 

During the past 10 years, 15 such special coins have been issued, an 
average of one each eight months, an aggregate of over 13,000,000 
such coins have been authorized. There are now pending before 
Congress five other bills for such coinage. . . The monetary system of 
the country is created and exists for certain well-defined and 
essential purposes . . . [which] can best be served and the integrity of 
our coins . . . protected from counterfeiting by limiting the number of 
designs with which in the course of time the public can become 
thoroughly familiar . . . The growing practice of issuing com- 
memorative coins, incidentally to be sold at a profit and provide funds 
for projects of celebrations, appears to me to run counter to this 
principle and by their multiplicity to have become a misuse of our 
coinage system. 

Proliferation of the issues of commemorative coins increased beginning 
in 1933, and so did the abuses. In a June 17, 1935, letter^'’^ to the Chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Banking and Currency, President Roosevelt 
complained that since the year of his inauguration “nine issues of such 
coins have been authorized, an average of one issue every three and a 
fraction months, notwithstanding the fact that in each case the Treasury 
Department reported adversely on the bill.” Noting further that medallic 
commemoration could suitably replace commemorative coins, Roosevelt 
quoted from section 3510 of the Revised Statutes to the effect that no 
change in design should be made more often than once in twenty-five 
years, he recommended that draft legislation^o^ be adopted to the end of 
declaring it “the policy of the United States to authorize the striking of 
commemorative medals in lieu of commemorative coins and to discon- 
tinue striking of such coins . ’’^oh 

Curative legislation was not forthcoming from this proposal, for despite 
Senate approval on July 30, 1935, the House Committee on Banking and 
Currency took no action. President Roosevelt renewed his request the day 
following his second-term inauguration. Again citing the pertinent 
provision of the Revised Statutes and noting the problems associated with 
a multiplicity of coin designs, Roosevelt concluded with a strong 
statement attacking “[tjhe alarming increase in the demand, during the 
past year, for legislation authorizing the issuance of special coins to 
commemorate a wide variety of historical events, many of

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which are of no more than local significance. Action on this proposal 
was nonetheless forestalled. 

Roosevelt made yet another move when the Seventy-sixth Congress 
convened in 1939. Draft legislation was swiftly introduced, and an 
in-depth examination begun. Emerging from this was the definitive 
Cochran Report, 3*2 long-regarded as authoritative on the abuses evi- 
denced in existing commemorative coinage issues. With particularity, 
the Cochran Report detailed the pertinent section 3510 of the Revised 
Statutes, and noted that “[w]ith the flood of commemorative coin 
authorizations, this statute, while still on the books, has in recent years 
been more honored in the breach than in the observance. The Report 
was particularly critical of the practice of permitting the United States 
Mint to produce coins previously authorized until the entire amount 
permitted under the enabling act had been manufactured. “Continuing 
orders are received at the mints for coins authorized as far back as 10 
years ago. ... [Tlhe Mint is required to fill orders from the interested 
organization or, as a matter of fact, from any coin dealer in any amount, 
large or small, as they may be called for at any time, until [the] vast 
quantity [authorized] is absorbed or until the act is repealed or 
suspended. ’’3i5The Cochran Report justifiably criticized this situation as a 
burden on the operations of the Mint, whose primary function is to 
produce coinage for circulation. The report also attacked the appalling 
extent to which the coins have been exploited for private gain,’’3i6 
explaining that “[i]n all cases the coins are delivered by the mint to the 
agent named in the act,” who thereafter delivered “a large amount of such 
coins to dealers for disposal to the public. There is no control over the 
charge which dealers may make.’’3i7Cochran concluded that “[n]o country 
in the world permits such abuse of its coinage as has been permitted in this 
country, and urged prompt acceptance of remedial legislation. 

The abuses cited by Chairman Cochran were well-known to the coin 
collectors of the day, and contemporary commentary®^^ indicated gen- 
eral approval of his proposal. Yet even as this was debated, action on a 
more extensive scale was at work in the Senate. Senator Maloney 
introduced a bill^^o which made an even greater attempt at regulating 
the abuses evident in commemorative coin issues. Under its terms, a 
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Commemorative Coin Commission would have been established to act as 
a clearinghouse for all proposed monetary commemoratives. Disapproval 
by the Commission on the basis of insufficient national importance to 
merit such a coin would have proved fatal to issuance or approval by 
Congress. 

The key provisions of the Maloney bill, aside from the proposed 
establishment of the Commemorative Coin Commission, were contained 
in the fourth section. In pertinent part, this section provided that only one 
mint could be used to produce each coin authorized, that the denomination 
utilized was to be a fifty cent piece bearing a design approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, that the coins were to be of a single date and 
issued within a year of authorization, that the coins were to be legal tender 
in their face amount, that 25,000 pieces were required for each issuance or 
order, that the Treasury Secretary could issue the coins at par value to 
such agencies as might be designated by the Department, and that the 
coins were subject to the pertinent counterfeiting statutes and the like. It 
is also of interest to note that a clause limiting the number of coinage bills 
submitted to the Commission to ten was stricken in committee . ^^2 

The more modest of the two bills passed Congress in August, 1939,^23 
but not without some confusion on the part of the Bureau of the Mint324 and 
the numismatic press^^s as to which version had in fact passed. While the 
Mint was unable through the 1939 legislation to stem completely the tide 
of commemorative coin issues, as evidenced by the subsequent com- 
memorative efforts for the centennial of Iowa statehood and the Booker T. 
Washington and George Washington Carver half dollars, the use of the 
presidential veto increased326 and by 1955 commemorative coinage had all 
but disappeared. 

A generation later, consideration of proposals for bicentennial coinage 
brought the Treasury Department’s arguments against commemorative 
coinage out of the closet, but the rationale was essentially the same.327 
Even for a celebration such as the two-hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the nation. Treasury logicians were opposed to special com- 
memoratives. Distinct commemorative coinage eventually did emerge 
for the bicentennial, 329 but the Treasury Department initially 
remained unenthusiastic, implementing only the two coin denomina- 
tions circulated least, the dollar and half dollar, until Congress warmed to 
the proposal and added the quarter dollar. 
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Treasury opposition to the bicentennial coinage also extended to the 
silver-clad collector coins required to be manufactured as part of a 
legislative compromise between the Senate and House.^ai In at least one 
sense the position of the Department was justified: the forced production 
of forty-five million silver-clad bicentennial coins was a wasted effort 
which proved uneconomical when the Treasury was unable to sell them 
all. The Mint was unable to comply with the requirement that the coins be 
produced by July 4, 1975332 and remedial legislation was necessitated the 
following year. 333 These minor problems aside, however, it seems clear 
that the bicentennial commemorative issues have been a success from 
both a critically aesthetic334 and financial standpoint . 335 Because of the 
utilization of the Mint’s extensive marketing and sales facilities at San 
Francisco and Washington, and an aggressive marketing approach which 
included the offering of discounts for quantity purchases,336 the bitter 
taste left from prior commemorative issues is no longer present. Plausibly, 
the other arguments raised against the issue of commemoratives are not 
validly applied to the bicentennial issues because of their unique 
character and their status as a circulating legal tender. It is nonetheless 
apparent that the success of the bicentennial commemoratives should be 
considered in future legislative efforts. The lesson to be learned is that 
when the Mint is in charge of the distribution and the profits accrue to the 
general fund of the Treasury, most of the abuses of the 1930’s disappear, 
though clearly on subsequent resale a profit may or may not be made by 

the seller . 337 

Section 303 the Model Act is the section pertaining to commemora- 
tive coinage, though other sections of Title III are pertinent to the issu- 
ance and design compositional elements. The Joint Commission on the 
Coinage, re-established in Title IV of the Model Act, would be assigned 
specific functions under Title III: to consult with the Commission on 
Fine Arts and recommend to the Secretary of the Treasury the issuance 
of up to three different commemorative coin designs each year. To avoid 
public confusion, only those denominations not ordinarily struck by the 
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Mint for circulation would be employed in such a program. This is similar 
to the proposed Commemorative Coin Commission of 1939,338 and the 
suggested limitation of utilizing a single denomination. 339 Other elements 
of the Model Act would grant the Secretary of the Treasury certain 
options in the manufacture and sale of commemorative coins should their 
issuance be authorized. 

3. Pattern Coinages and Experimental and Trial Strikes 

Pattern coinages, experimental issues, and trial strikes represent 
American monetary history — a twilight heritage reflected in the coinage 
and minting laws since the Mint was organized in 1792. As Patterson 
DuBois noted in an early article, pattern issues are “half-forgotten 
witnesses . . . [to] the impractical schemes of visionaries and hobbyists — 
a tale of national deliverance from minted evil ... the tale of what ‘might 

have been. ”’340 

Throughout the long history of patterns, trial strikes, and experi- 
mental issues, 341 there is strong evidence that coin collector interest in 
this fascinating field was tolerated, if not encouraged by Mint officials . 342 
In 1860343 the first rules were adopted by the Mint to deal compre- 
hensively with pattern issues . 344 With particularity, the rules provided 
that no coins nor patterns were to be struck after the year of their 
date,345 that all were to be issued in their “proper metal, ”346 and that 
patterns of experimental pieces were to be obtainable “within the year of 
[their] date but not after , ”347 with standing orders for the same ac- 
ceptable348 at a price of three dollars in currency for all but precious 
metal patterns. These were valued at the cost of the bullion contained 
in the coins plus a three dollar charge . 349 Interestingly, early Treasury 
Rules expressly permitted the Director of the Mint to send patterns to 
numismatic societies incorporated in the United States, requiring pay- 
ment only for the cost of precious metal. 3^0 Most important in this 
early set of rules was that “profits ... are not to be the perquisite of 
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any person holding a place in the mint/’^^i a statement probably necessary 
in the light of past practices at Philadelphia. 

The Coinage Act of 1873,^52 engineered by John Knox and Dr. Henry R. 
Linderman ,353 vvas designed to codify existing law, as well as to pave new 
paths in the field. Dr. Linderman served as first Director of the Bureau of 
the Mint. During his five year tenure, the coinage act he helped create was 
first tested and tried. In May, 1874354 Linderman promulgated regulations 
governing the striking and sale of certain specimen pieces. In pertinent 
part they provided that the Superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint “shall 
have general supervision of the manufacture of medals and the striking of 
proof and pattern pieces. “355 amplification of the rules of 1866, also 
promulgated by Linderman, 356 the 1874 regulations required that the hubs 
of pattern dies be destroyed at the end of each year.357 The 1874 regulations 
expressly permitted the sale of proof and pattern coins at prices 
established by the Superintendent of the Mint with the approval of the 
Director. 35H With particularity, the regulations provided further that “[n]o 
coins or patterns shall be struck after the year of their date, or in any other 
metal or alloy than that in which the coin is issued or intended to be 
issued, “359 and that “[w]hen a pattern piece is adopted and used in the 
regular coinage in the same year, it will then be issued as a proof at a price 
near its current value. ’’36o These provisions were further amplified by an 
1881 regulation35i which provided that pattern pieces could be struck and 
sold subject to the earlier regulations when authorized by the Director of 
the Mint, 362 at a price fixed by the Superintendent and approved by the 
Director 353 as long as the coins or pattern pieces were struck within the 
year of their date in the appropriate metal or alloy , 354 and as long as the 
dies for production were defaced at the end of the calendar year. By the 
regulations of January 17, 1887,365 ^he Director made a substantive change 
by requiring that no pattern pieces could be coined nor dies executed in 
denominations other than those used for general circulation during the 
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year.366 The practice of permitting the Superintendent of the Philadelphia 
Mint to furnish patterns to incorporated numismatic societies was 
continued, 367 with the usual provision requiring payment in bullion cost 
only for precious metal. ^68 

Dr. Linderman died in 1879. To raise funds for his widow and son, a 
significant portion of his collection of coin patterns was put up for public 
auction eight years later. Bangs and Company set the auction for June 28, 
1887, but the government intervened and prevented the sale.^ea 

On July 1, 1887, Director of the Mint James P. Kimball issued a formal 
circular37o with the approval of Treasury Secretary C. S. Fairchild which 
misstated the previous regulations, 37i and while quoting accurately from 
the Coinage Act of 1873 and the Revised Statutes, misinterpreted the 
legislative history behind those sections which regulated the 
denominations, standards, and weights of coinage. In pertinent part, the 
circular stated that “the emmission [sic] of impressions of experimental 
dies whether in soft metal or in metal of the same weight and fineness 
proper to coins of the same denomination, is unlawful except in the case of 
pattern pieces ... [which] are coined for general circulation during the 
calendar year of their date. ”372 The circular further stated that the 
impression taken from any experimental dies was required to be 
destroyed. These requirements were mistakenly ascribed by the circular 
as coming from the May 14, 1874 regulations,373 which it is evident they 
did not. 

In addition, the circular suggested that “the striking of a piece in 
semblance of a United States coin in a metal or alloy, or of a weight and 
fineness other than prescribed by law is in violation of Section 5460 of 
the Revised Statutes, “374 g statute designed to prevent debasement of 
coinage and no more . 375 The Director invoked section 3517 of the Re- 
vised Statutes376 in tandem with section 5461, which he alleged pro- 
hibited the “emission or offer for sale or exchange of any impression 
from any die of a coin of the United States, or of a proposed coin of 
the United States, bearing a legend as of a coin of the United States, 
but with a device or devices not authorized by. law. “377 jn the same con- 
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nection, Kimball noted that “[n]o impression from any coinage die of the 
United States struck in other metal than that authorized by law, or of a 
weight and fineness other than that prescribed by law (Revised Statutes 
[§§] 3513,378 3514,379 3515380), nor pattern piece bearing a legend of a coin of 
the United States, and bearing a device or devices not authorized by law 
(Revised Statutes [§§] 3516,38i 3517,382 Mint Regulations383), should be in 
existence longer than required for the lawful purpose for which it was 
authorized to be struck. ”384 

Kimball’s argument was structured upon the premise that coin-debase- 
ment and counterfeiting statutes, coupled with provisions specifying 
which coins might be struck, their required inscriptions, and the 
appropriate alloy, militated against the issuance of patterns. To bolster 
his argument, he cited a further provision which stated that no coins of 
any metal or type could be issued unless in conformity with the 
requirements of the Coinage Act of 1873.385 

The legislative history of the sections of the Revised Statutes cited by 
Director Kimball indicate a contrary result to that advanced by the 
Director. The Coinage Act of 1873, codified in the Revised Statutes and 
later in Title 31 of the United States Code, specified in section 15 that the 
silver coins of the United States were to be certain ennumerated 
denominations, while section 16 imposed the same requirement for minor 
coins. The effect of these provisions on the handling of pattern pieces, 
however, must be evaluated through reference to section 17 of the 1873 
Act, which prohibited the issuance of coins other than in the 
denominations, standards, and weights set forth in the Act. The 
legislative history of section 17 makes it clear that while these sections 
were designed to eliminate the silver dollar and other issues from Mint 
production and to prohibit any future deposits of silver for domestic 
circulation following the Mint’s conversion of the bullion to coin, they 
were never intended to regulate the production and disposition of pattern 
pieces. 

Concededly, it was within the power of the director of the Mint to 
issue regulations banning pattern ownership in future, but the retroac- 
tive application was not only arbitrary but unjustified. Regulations 
were subsequently issued in 1888386 which effectively ended pattern 
strike acquisitions by collectors. Section 15 of these regulations required 
that “[a]ll experimental and trial pieces shall be struck by the engraver 
from planchets furnished by the coiner upon requisition by the Superin- 
tendent for a specific number of pieces,” while section 16 declared it to 
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be a misdemeanor for an officer or employee of the Mint to strike either by 
hand or by machinery a coin of the United States or a dated pattern or 
experimental piece after the year of its date. The second subsection 
prohibited utilization of any coin in other that the prescribed metal and 
fineness. Finally, the fourth subsection provided that experimental pieces 
of proposed denominations were to be struck in proper metals and alloys 
which, if not adopted for regular coinage during the year of striking, were 
to be defaced and melted. 

Notwithstanding the explicit regulations, numerous patterns are 
known to have been struck thereafter, as well as experimental and trial 
strikes. These pieces include the 1933 double eagle, the 1942 plastic cents, 
the 1964-dated silver peace dollar, the 1965 pattern clad-coinage, the 1974 
aluminum cents, and the 1975-1976 small-size dollar patterns in a 
multitude of sizes and shapes. The Mint claims never to have released 
these patterns. Most earlier issues, such as the 1913 Liberty nickel, may be 
traced to public or surreptitious sales by officials or employees of the 
Mint. 

There is little in the way of precedent to guide the framing of legislation 
for this area. The controversies concerning the estates of Dr. Linderman in 
1887,3«7and that of a well-known coin dealer in 1910,^^^ were both settled 
without trial. One double eagle dated 1933 was seized by the government 
in an action upheld by the courts, but the result might be different today 
in an era of legalized private gold ownership. Two distinct approaches 
in dealing with pattern coinages seem possible, and these need not be 
mutually exclusive. One solution would be to retroactively validate 
pattern pieces produced before enactment, subject to the exclusion of 
certain coins such as the 1964 peace dollar and 1974 aluminum cents, 
while simultaneously prohibiting or regulating the holding of future trial 
strikes, patterns, and experimental pieces. A second approach might be to 
recognize that such coins are of legitimate collector interest, and should 
consequently be sold by the Bureau of the Mint at a premium. This would 
not of course preclude retroactive validation or exclusion of certain 
issues, which could be accomplished through regulation. 

The approach taken by the Model Act is an amalgam of these pro- 
posals, modified in light of the past history of pattern issues. Those 
pieces sold by the Mint subject to prior regulation would be legal to 
hold, which equity deiu^mds. An artificial cut-off point for ownership 
would be set at December 31, 1932. All pieces manufactured prior 
thereto could be the subject of legal ownership without restriction. 
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Those of subsequent date which have been purchased at public auction 
could also be permissibly owned. Those pieces not falling into these 
classifications could be seized, but not destroyed, and the product placed 
in either the Smithsonian national collection or that of a numismatic 
society. Patterns manufactured subsequent to the introduction, rather 
than enactment, of the Model Act could be sold or not sold by the Secretary 
at his discretion, again subject to such regulations as deemed necessary. 
In any event, two specimens of each pattern, experimental piece, or trial 
strike would be required under the Model Act to be transmitted to the 
Smithsonian Institution to insure the maintenance of a permanent record 
of these distinctive links with American coinage history. Specimens could 
also be lent to various non-profit museums and numismatic societies for 
exhibition purposes, public offerings or non-sale notwithstanding. 

F. Other Issues for a Proposed Revision 

Other areas considered in the Model Act are ministerial or technical in 
nature, and are explored fully in the accompanying commentary. They 
include the re-creation of the Joint Commission on the Coinage, which had 
its origins in the Coinage Act of 1965392 and its demise following passage of 
the Federal Advisory Committee Act. 393 The Commission would be 
assigned specific functions under the Model Act, and would be designed 
so as to avoid the inadequacies of its predecessor. 

The Model Act also discusses the Annual Assay Commission, providing 
alternatively for its retention or abolition. Two versions are provided to 
reflect conflicting estimations of the Commission’s worth. While the 
Assay Commission is an anachronism, and the designees do little more 
than rubber-stamp the findings presented to them by Mint officials, the 
position is deemed a political one and an honor which some members of 
Congress wish to reserve for their constituents. Should abolition of the* 
Assay Commission be effectuated, the alternate provision in the Model 
Act would provide statutory requirements for quality control, a process 
now conducted through regulations without force of law. 

The funding of the Bureau of the Mint is the subject of Title VII of the 
Model Act, which reflects information drawn from an extensive number 
of hearings concerning Mint budgets, as well as other pertinent 
documents. The conclusion presented, and the basic premise upon which 
the Title is based, is that while the appropriation process should continue 
as a means of keeping the Bureau of the Mint accountable to Congress, the 
cost of coinage metal and distribution should come from a revolving fund 
authorized by law and initially begun by congressional appropriation. 
The commentary following each section is sufficiently informative to 
explain the inner workings and goals of the revision effort in this area. 

Finally, Title VIII deals with laws rendered obsolete or contradictory 
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by other provisions of the Model Act. These would be repealed, except as 
explained in the sections. Regulations issued under these laws would 
remain in force until changed by Secretary of the Treasury, however, to 
permit the continuation of past practices for a period, and to facilitate a 
gradual transition to new procedures. 

IV. Conclusion 

The Model Act which follows is an extensive attempt not only to 
consolidate, but to innovate, in the development of a contemporary 
coinage system. It is concededly a flawed view, biased by the studies of 
the author and legislative histories compiled through exhaustive 
research. It is through this legislation, however, that the Mint of today can 
become the Mint of the year 2000 and beyond. 
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THE MODEL COINAGE AND MINTING ACT 


An Act to revise, modernize, and codify the statutes relating to coinage 
and the Bureau of the Mint. 

TITLE I — SHORT TITLE, PURPOSE, AND DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 101. Short Title 

This Act may be cited as the “United States Mint Act of 1978.” 

Sec. 102. Legislative Intent 

The purpose of this Act is to revise, alter, modernize, and codify the 
statutes pertaining to coinage, the Bureau of the Mint, and related areas. 


Comment: This section is designed to provide a precise statement of legislative 
intent for the benefit of administrators within the Treasury Department and the 
Bureau of the Mint, as well as for the education of legislators and the general 
public as to the scope of the legislation. Its specific purpose is to avoid future 
controversy over the intent of the legislation, a problem with prior “codifications” 
in this field.394 

Sec. 103. Definitions 

For purposes of this Act: 

(1) The term “Secretary” means Secretary of the Treasury; 

(2) The term “Director” means Director of the Mint; 

(3) The term “Bureau” means Bureau of the Mint; 

(4) “Commission” means Joint Commission on the Coinage; 

(5) “Subsidiary coin” means all coinage with a face value of ten cents, up 
to but not including the dollar; 

(6) “Minor coin” shall be all coins with a face value below ten cents; 

(7) “Numismatic item” shall mean anything which has been a part of a 
coinage of issue which has been used in exchange or has been used to 
commemorate a person, object, place or event. Such term includes coins, 
tokens, paper money, commemorative medals, and proof coins and 
uncirculated mint sets manufactured by the Bureau; 

(8) “Proof coins” are coins prepared from blanks specially polished and 
struck, not intended for circulation but as specimen coinage for presenta- 
tion and sale according to such regulations as may be determined by the 
Director; 

(9) “Uncirculated mint sets” are specially packaged coin sets containing 
one coin of each denomination struck at each of the United States Mints, 
not intended for circulation but as specially packaged coinage for sale 
according to such regulations as may be prescribed by the Director; 

(10) “Bullion” means refined gold, silver, or other precious metal. 

(11) “Clad coin” means a coin composed of three layers of metal, the 
outer two being identical in composition and metallurgically bonded to an 
inner layer;

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(12) “Core” means the inner layer of a clad coin; 

(13) “Cladding” means the outer layer of a clad coin; 

(14) “National mint medal” means a medal struck by the United States 
Mint, or by others from dies furnished by the Secretary, pursuant to an 
Act of Congress authorizing the striking of such medal. 

Comment; This section adopts in part the definitions used in 31 U.S.C. § 398 
(1970), as well as some used in the Code of Federal Regulations.^s® While the 
distinctions made in subsections (5) (6) were more important in the past, they have 
relevance in this Act because of the section 305 limitations on legal tender and 
redemption. The definition of “numismatic item” in subsection (7) is similar to that 
promulgated under the Hobby Protection Act, 16 C.F.R. § 304.1(f) (1977), but has 
been changed to encompass proof coinage and uncirculated sets which, under the 
exacting language of the statute, might be construed to exclude their coverage. On 
the matter of national mint medals, this section must be read in tandem with 
section 207, the subsections of which provide that when an Act of Congress 
authorizes the creation of such a medal, the Secretary may design and/or strike the 
medal or cause it to be designed and/or struck outside the Department of the 
Treasury. The Secretary is required to retain control over the die used to create the 
national medal. 


TITLE II — BUREAU OF THE MINT 

Sec. 201. Bureau of the Mint 

There shall be a Bureau of the Mint in the Department of the Treasury, 
the chief officer of which shall be the Director of the Mint. The Director 
shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, and shall serve until removed by the President. 

Comment: This section generally re-enacts the provisions of the Coinage Act of 
1873396 creating a Bureau of the Mint. Changes include the following; the term of 
the Director has been changed from five years to service for an indefinite period in 
the discretion of the President. This gives recognition to the fact that the post of 
Director is a political appointment. It also specifically eliminates the requirement 
that the President communicate to the Senate the reason for removal of a director 
before the end of a five-year term.^Q^ The section corresponds in part to section 101 
of the 1973 Mint revision proposal. Should it be decided to make the post of 
Director a career position, the second sentence should be removed and replaced 
with the following: “The Director shall be selected, appointed, and employed by 
the Secretary subject to civil service and classification laws.” 

Sec. 202. Director’s Duties 

The Director shall have general supervision over all mints and assay 
offices, shall make an annual report to the Secretary on their operations 
which shall be printed and offered for sale by the Government Printing 
Office,

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and shall perform such other functions and duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary. 

Comment: This section delineates the supervisory role of the Director, who for a 
number of years has not been actively involved in the day-to-day operations of the 
Mint. It differs from the 1973 proposed revision in that the latter gave the 
Secretary total discretion in prescribing functions and duties, and through 
omission apparently eliminated the requirement of an annual report. This useful 
compilation of material of historical import for the researcher and scholar should 
be continued. Early mint reports were invaluable in preparation of this Article. 

Sec. 203. Other Officers 

The officers of the Bureau of the Mint, beside the Director, shall be a 
Deputy Director and such Assistant Directors of the Mint as may be 
selected, appointed, and employed by the Secretary subject to civil service 
and classification laws. 

Comment: This section gives recognition to the structure that has been used 
successfully by the Mint since 1971, with a Deputy Director responsible for 
day-to-day operations, and Assistant Directors, each of whom is compartmen- 
talized into specific areas of responsibility. These areas have not been more 
formally drawn in order to prevent the creation of a rigid structure incapable of 
change. 

Sec. 204. Employees 

The employees of the Bureau, each of whose duties and responsibilities 
shall be prescribed by the Secretary, include the superintendents of the 
several mints, assayers, a chief engraver, engravers and such other 
persons necessary to carry out the functions of the Bureau, all to be 
selected, appointed, and employed by the Secretary subject to the civil 
service and classification laws. 

Comment: This section makes the posts of superintendent, assayer, and chief 
engraver career or civil service positions, as opposed to the current system which 
requires the advice and consent of the Senate.^^^The appointment of employees by 
the Secretary is consistent with 31 U.S.C. § 266 (1970), and is similar to section 102 
of the 1973 Mint revision proposal. 

Sec. 205. Mint and Assay Offices 

(a) The several mints and assay offices shall be: 

(1) The United States Mint at Philadelphia; 

(2) The United States Mint at Denver; 

(3) The United States Mint at San Francisco; 

(4) The United States Assay Office at New York. 

(b) The United States Mints at Denver and San Francisco, and the 
United States Assay Office at New York, may be operated from either

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single or multiple locations within those cities and counties of the 
surrounding Standard Metropolitan Statistical Areas. 

(1) Except as provided herein, nothing in this section shall prohibit the 
Secretary from moving the principal operations, or all operations, of the 
United States Mints at San Francisco and Denver within those respective 
cities or the counties of the respective surrounding Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Areas. 

(2) Movement of operations under the foregoing subsection shall take 
effect when the Secretary communicates such an intent to Congress and 
such request is not expressly negated within sixty (60) days. 

(3) A request by the Secretary for annual appropriations shall not be 
deemed a communication within the meaning of the preceding subsec- 
tions. 

(4) Movement of a United States Mint pursuant to subsection (b) shall 
not be deemed a change of its location for purposes of administration 
regulation. 

(c) The Secretary is authorized to maintain and use such additional 
facilities as may be necessary for the operation of the Bureau. 

Comment: This section, subsections (a) and (c) of which closely parallel section 
103(a) and (b) of the 1973 revision, restates in part 31 U.S.C. § 261 (1970), and gives 
recognition to the renewed status of the operations in San Francisco as a minting 
facility, which function it has performed since 1965. It eliminates the clumsy 
language of 31 U.S.C. § 283 (1970). Section (b) is designed to give flexibility in the 
selection of a new Denver Mint^^o if such a facility is deemed desirable. The 
subsection also recognizes the status of the separate packaging facilities in San 
Francisco, and acknowledges that current crowded conditions at the San 
Francisco Assay Office may result in a need to expand operational facilities.^o^ 
Subsection (b) also recognizes the West Point facility, operational as a mint since 
1975 (1.5 billion cents were produced there, ostensively as part of an adjunct 
facility of the Philadelphia Mint).402 This provision would end the charade and 
place the facility back under jurisdiction of the New York Assay Office.^^^ This 
section also permits more than one minting facility to be operational within the 
same city or SMSA, a factor which could prove useful in times of shortage or 
changeovers in operations, or as a matter of general course. 


Sec. 206. General Functions of Mints and Assay Offices 

(a) Coins, medals, and numismatic items may be manufactured, and 
bullion, coinage metals, and numismatic items processed and stored at 
United States Mints and Assay Offices.

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(b) Numismatic items may be processed, stored, and sold at such 
locations and in such manner as may from time to time be prescribed by 
the Secretary. 

(c) The principal functions of the Assay Offices established under this 
Title shall be to refine, process, and store bullion, coins, and coinage 
metals. 

(d) Minor coins may be struck at other than United States Mints and 
Assay Offices if the Secretary, in order to meet a shortage of coin, by 
regulation so permits. Coins so struck will be produced under such 
conditions and circumstances as the Secretary by regulation prescribes. 

Comment: Parts (a), (b), and (c) closely parallel the first clause of section 104 of 
the 1973 revision, and delineates the functions of the Mints and Assay Offices of 
the United States. It adds authority to produce certain numismatic items, now 
found as part of 31 U.S.C. § 324h (Supp. V 1975). It permits the storage, processing 
and sale of these items at locations designated by the Secretary. Coinage 
production at Assay Offices is permitted, provided it is not the principal function 
of the office; the rationale behind the prohibition in 31 U.S.C. § 278 (1970) is no 
longer applicable given the current use of the West Point facility, an adjunct of the 
New York Assay Office, and the San Francisco Assay Office pursuant to 31 
U.S.C. § 283 (1970) as quasi-mints producing vast quantities of coinage. San 
Francisco additionally produces proof sets for the Mint. 

In subsection (d), a new provision has been added to permit the Secretary of the 
Treasury to contract out the production of minor coinage. Though coining is 
traditionally the power of the sovereign, it may prove useful in the future to allow 
at least the nominal coin of the realm to be produced at facilities other than the 
Mint — presumably if a coin shortage or excessive demand upon Mint production 
capabilities was in effect. 

Sec. 207. General Duties and Functions of the Secretary in 
Connection with the Bureau 

In connection with the operation of the Bureau, the Secretary is 
authorized to: 

(a) Perform all operations necessary to distribute, manufacture, or 
cause to be manufactured without the Treasury Department coins, 
medals, national medals, and other numismatic items, including the 
coinage of foreign countries subject to the provisions of section 304; 

(b) Purchase, sell, receive, assay, melt, treat, refine, and keep monies, 
coin, bullion, and coinage metals; 

(c) Prepare, store, and subject to such conditions as he may deem 
appropriate permit others without the Treasury Department to prepare 
original and working dies for the manufacture of medals; 

(d) Prepare and store original working dies for the manufacture of coins; 

(e) Enter into and perform such contracts as deemed appropriate to 
carry out the functions of the Bureau; 

(f) Establish such charges as deemed appropriate for the services and 
products of the Bureau, except as provided herein; 

(g) Prescribe the functions and duties of the Director; 

(h) Prohibit, curtail, or regulate the exportation, melting or treating of 
any coin of the United States by such rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe;

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(i) Design, construct, equip, and furnish such buildings and structures 
necessary to the operations of the Bureau, and to thereafter operate and 
maintain them, including furnishing of utilities, all from authorized 
appropriations, provided: 

(1) That nothing in this section shall authorize the construction of a 
public building as defined in the Public Buildings Act of 1959, and 

(2) That all functions with respect to repair and improvement shall be 
vested in the Administrator of the General Services Administration. 

(j) Perform such other functions and issue such rules and regulations as 
deemed appropriate to carry out the provisions and intent of this Act; 

(k) Permit, by regulation, the striking of minor coins by private contract 
outside the confines of the United States Mints and Assay Offices. 

Comment: This section uses as its basis section 105 of the 1973 revision 
proposal. It permits the use of outside contractors for all functions, including 
coinage, medal, and national medal production through subsections (a), (e), and 
(k) when read in connection with section 206(d). This authority is broader than 
that now permitted by 31 U.S.C. §§ 317d & 394 (1970), or section 105(d) of the 1973 
revision. The use of outside contractors, though disapproved by the Bureau for 
coining purposes, could nonetheless prove necessary and useful in times of coin 
shortage. For commentary on national medals, see Title V. Another provision 
relating to national medals is found in subsection (c), which would permit a 
national medal to be designed outside the Treasury Department provided control 
over the die was retained by the Secretary. Subsection (b) in part continues the 
long-time practice of the Mint of receiving deposits of precious metal for 
refinement under 31 C.F.R. pt. 90 (1977), and permits the Secretary to collect for 
melting all worn and uncurrent coin of the United States as now permitted by 31 
U.S.C. § 317c (1970). 

Subsection (h) is designed to be read in conjunction with section 306 of this Act 
(melting and treating of coins), while subsection (g) is intended to give effect to 
section 202. Subsection (i) covers the same ground as 31 U.S.C. §§ 291-294 (1970) 
but does not limit the amount of authorized appropriation, which should be set 
periodically by Congress. The limitations of subsections (i)(l) and (2) conform 
with existing law. In subsection (j) a broad provision permits the Secretary to 
undertake such functions as are in keeping with the legislative intent of the Act. 
Specifically, this is intended to allow the Secretary to retain authority in certain 
areas — for example, 31 U.S.C. § 342 (1970) (cleaning and reissuance of minor 
coins), 31 U.S.C. § 317e (1970) (disposition of silver dollars). 31 U.S.C. § 326 (1970) 
(exchange of gold coin for gold bars), 31 U.S.C. §§ 374, 375 (1970) (receipt and 
recoinage of Spanish and Mexican coinage), and 31 U.S.C. §459 (1970) (silver coin 
legal tender provision) — which are currently obsolete and hence deleted from 
expressly authorized action, but which could at some future time prove useful. 
Subsection (j) also permits the Secretary to undertake measures not authorized 
under previous law or under this Act in the event that contingent circumstances 
make such measures necessary, provided the actions are within the spirit and 
intent of this Act. When read in concert with subsection (h) and Title VIII, 
subsection (j) effectively eliminates all provisions in current coinage law 
pertaining to bullion regulation not expressly provided for by the Secretary in 
rules or regulations.

Lovett Presidential Series 

Perhaps the most popular subject for the American medallist throughout the years 
has been the President of the United States. With few exceptions, there is a plethora of 
tokens and medals for each of our presidents. Pieces commemorative of his birth, 
campaign, election, salient events of his term of office and his death offer the collector 
a numismatic chronicle of historical significance. In addition, there are any number of 
sets that commemorate the office with portraits of the Various presidents. Some are 

while others have considerable artistic 


nothing more than just cheap give-aways 
merit. 

Illustrative of this latter group is the 
series of presidential tokens from 
Washington to Lincoln issued by George 
H. Lovett of New York. Struck in 1860-61, 
each token portrays the bust of the 
president on the obverse and a 
representation of his residence on the 
reverse. 

These 36mm tokens were originally 
sold to the public for SOc in copper and 
25c In white metal. Silver specimens of at 
least two of the series have been reliably 
reported. Baker lists the Washington in 
silver and Satterlee, Zabriskie and King 
all note silver specimens of the Lincoln. 
Baker also lists the Washington token as 
being struck In bronze, and Fuld gives It 
the same rarity rating (R-4) as the 
copper. Visually, these two metals are 
usually differentiated by their color, the 
bronze being darker than the copper. 
My experience and that of collector Stu 
Witham's is that the darker appearing 
(bronze?) specimens are more frequent- 
ly seen than the lighter appearing 
(copper?) ones. Since all of the early 
references only mention examples 
struck in copper, my opinion is that 
tokens were struck only In copper. The 
difference in coloration is probably 
ascribable to a variation in the finish 
rather than to metallic content. 

For those of you who are interested in 
the minutia of this series, it should be 
noted that the planchet thickness varies 
from about 2mm to 3.5mm and that only 
six of the sixteen tokens contain Lovett's 
signature.

Medal Commemorating Israel’s Teachers’ Union Issued 



The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation has issued a special medal to 
commemorate the 75th Anniversary of the Israel Teachers' Union. Established in 1903 in the 
village of Zichron Yaakov, better known for its wine cellars, the Israel Teachers' Union today has 
over 60,000 members and is one of the country's most active and powerful trade unions. 

The medal, struck in 59mm bronze and 37mm silver, depicts the figure “75" on the obverse and 
the inscription “Israel Teachers Union 1903-1978," in Hebrew and English. The reverse depicts 
the official emblem of the organization's 75th Anniversary on a stylized open book, and the 
Biblical verse: “But thine eyes shall see thy teachers" (Isaiah 30:20). 

Designed by Ya'akov Enyedi of Jerusalem, the medal is obtainable from the offices of the Israel 
Government Coins and Medals Corporation. The bronze medal is $7 and the silver $15. Prices 
include shipping and handling charges. Twelve weeks should be allowed for delivery.

■ Some years ago columnist Sydney 
Harris commented on his young 
daughter's observation that: ''You must 
be a very smart man, dad, to write all 
those things newspapers print" or words 
to that effect. What his daughter failed 
to take into account, Harris said, was that 
he merely had a large library and read a 
lot. 

This came to mind when reading a Q. 
and A. column about antiques in the 
Sunday paper a few days ago. The 
experts' answer to one question was to 
the effect that the Chinese imperial 
dragon has five toes on each foot, the 
common one has only four toes, and the 
Japanese dragon gets by with three 
regardless of its social status. 
Numismatists can check this difference 
between the Chinese and Japanese 
dragons on the Imperial coins of those 
countries. 

Where do the experts get most of their 
obscure knowledge? I'm not an expert 
but did learn about the dragon's toes 
from such a readily available source as 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica, under 
"dragon," when reading up on 
cloisonnd. Follow Mr. Harris's practice 
— read a lot!

■ Surely every member of ANA Is aware 
of the heated controversy over our 
election procedure and of the vast im- 
provement that our board of governors 
has finally put into effect. It must have 
some merit but this scribe, feeling that 
the system is unwieldy, suggests we 
consider the election of just eighty years 
ago as reported on pp. 275-6 of The 
Numismatist, November, 1898: "In April 
1898 the board of trustees took the 
matter in hand, nominations for office 
were made and over 250 post card 
ballots were sent out to such members as 
were still considered In good standing." 
The polls closed June 1 with 65 ballots 
returned. "Quite a number of ballots 
were received after the time limit of 
voting, too late to be counted ...." 

I move the adoption of this lucid and 
efficient system — do I hear a second to 
my motion? 

■ He was a veritable giant of a Swede — 
sandy haired and affable.

His name will be known to only a very 
few today but for the record he was C. 

To 
the best of my knowledge he leaves no 
Immediate family. But I, for one, mourn 
his passing. 
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Crude Counterfeit 1795 Half Dimes Surface 

Periodically, batches of coins make their appearance in the numismatic market. 
Sometimes they are genuine coins from previously undisclosed hoards; more often 
they are counterfeits. The most recent group seems to be some rather crude 1795 half 
dimes. 



We would suspect that these 
counterfeits wouldn't normally get very 
far because they are not at all deceptive, 
except during a very cursory examina- 
tion. The most likely explanation for 
their seemingly wide distribution is that 
the offered prices are low enough so 
that those who might normally be 
cautious decide to “take a flyer on this 
tremendous bargain." 

Those of you having an accurate 
balance or scale can weed out most of 
these counterfeit 1795 half dimes on 
weight alone. The nominal weight of 
genuine 1795 half dimes is 1.348 grams 
(20.80 grains). The counterfeits that we 
have examined so far average 0.15 grams 
(2.31 grains) overweight. 

Some of the checkpoints for these 
counterfeits are: 

• Very heavy raised lines of tooling 
on and around the date area. 


An overall weakness of the lower 
portion of the 5 of the date. 

A depression on the right point at 
the top of the 7 of the date. 

A number of depressions on the 
letters of the word LIBERTY. Note 
that the area of raised metal above 
the TY and star at right of the Y is a 
“cud," a piece of metal that broke 
out of the die. The cud was on the 
coin that was used as a model for 
the counterfeit. Do not use the 
cud as a diagnostic point when 
checking these counterfeits. 

Stars that are misshaped and in- 
complete but where such defor- 
mities are not the result of a design 
weakness or lower than normal 
striking pressure. 

A large lump near the rim above 
the IT of UNITED. 

A depressed line above the ER of 
AMERICA. 
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• Depression on the I of AMERICA. 

These counterfeit 1795 half dimes 
seem to have made their appearance at 
about the same time, and in about the 
same eastern U.S. locations, as the 1799 
silver dollar counterfeits that were il- 
lustrated In the ANACS article In The 
Numismatist, June 1978, pages 1160- 
1161. We are unable to determine that 


they came from the same source but 
lean toward the belief that they ar^ not, 
because the surfaces of these 1795 half 
dimes are not as pleasing as those 1799 
dollars were. It is always possible that 
they were made by the same factory and 
that the dollars are an improvement 
over the half dimes but were brought to 
our attention first. 



Older Cold Counterfeits Reappear 

It has also become apparent that some 
of the older gold counterfeits are begin- 
ning to show up in increasing numbers. 
Again, we can only speculate on the 
reasons for such reappearances. Many 
of them may have been bought by 
investors who are now beginning to 
dispose of their accumulations. 

^me of those investors may not have 
had a solid numismatic background and 
bought coins based mainly on low 


prices. Over the course of years, es- 
pecially since ANACS began publishing 
articles about genuine vs. counterfeit 
coins in The Numismatist and began 
doing seminars about such coins, 
dealers and collectors became more 
aware of which coins were counterfeit 
and now refuse to purchase those coins. 
While this heightened awareness of 
counterfeits Is a detriment to those 
investors, it Is beneficial to numismatics 
in general. 


Certification Nuniber Only is not Certification 


A number of reports have come into 
the ANACS offices that coins are being 
offered for sale bearing an ANACS 
number but without photo certificates. 
The seller will usually tell the buyer that 
the papers were lost or misplaced, but 
that ANACS will gladly issue new ones. 
When the buyer writes or phones us, 
and after we check the number, we have 
the unpleasant task of Informing the 
buyer that the papers had never been 
issued because ANACS had determined 
that the coin was not genuine. 

Every coin submitted to ANACS for 
certification is routinely assigned a 


number, and is photographed and 
weighed for the record. Only after the 
coin has been examined, and only if it 
has been determined to be genuine, is a 
photographic certificate ordered from 
our photo darkroom. Whether genuine 
or not, the number originally assigned to 
the coin remains with the coin. The 
number is neither withdrawn nor ever 
assigned to another coin. 

So, if you are offered a coin as having 
been certified by ANACS but the seller 
can't supply the papers that exactly 
match the coin, ask the seller to obtain 
the papers from us. 
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Trial Period of ANA Grading Service 

With its certification service running smoothly and very successfully, the ANA is 
actively setting up the long-awaited grading service. The grading service will 
necessarily function in close cooperation with the certification service after the trial 
period expires. 


Thomas K. DeLorey resigned his post 
as editor of Coin World's Collectors' 
Clearinghouse department recently and 
joined the ANA staff on November 1. 
Executive vice president Edward C. 
Rochette, in welcoming the new addi- 
tion to the headquarters staff, said, 
'Tom will be the man doing the 
grading." Rochette cautioned, 
however, that "we will not be accepting

coins for grading until early in 1979, 
possibly shortly after the mid-year board 
meeting scheduled for February 5-7." 

DeLorey has moved to Colorado 
Springs and is now working with Ed 
Fleischmann and John Hunter of ANACS 
to set up procedures and guidelines for 
Implementing the grading activity. One 
prerequisite of having a coin graded will 
be that it first be certified as a guard 
against grading a fake piece. 

Arrangements are being made to in- 
vite a few dealers who have conducted 
ANA auctions to submit representative 
coins for the grading service to use as 
test samples. Thereafter a comparison of 
the ana's and the dealers' grading 
would be madetocheckthesimilarityof 
results.

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Coin May Prove Norsemen Beat Columbus to America 

A coin discovered in Maine, almost certainly a Norse penny, maybe the first 
tangible evidence that Europeans visited that part of North America which is now the 
United States four centuries before Columbus. This startling fact is revealed in an 
article in the December issue of Coin & Medal Bulletin, published in November, 
1978, by B.A. Seaby Limited, the London numismatists. Peter Seaby, head of the firm, 
writes: ''Now, at last, a Norse artifact has been found below the 49th Parallel — a metal 
object that can be reasonably closely dated, even if the date of the deposit at the site 
must be somewhat less certain.'' 

Peter Seaby said a photograph of the coin was brought to London earlier this year by 
a coin collector from Maine. He has since been in touch with the State of Maine 
Museum, and obtained further information and photographs. Hitherto the coin has 
been described as English. Mr. Seaby says: "I realised from the first photograph that it 
could in no way be an English coin. There was a rather poor picture on one side which 
indicated that it could very well be an 11th century Norse coin. 

"Once I obtained better photographs from the Maine State Museum, I realised that 
this could be something epoch-making. I was able to identify the coin as belonging to 
the reign of Olaf Kyrre (1067-1093) by comparing It with others in the British Museum 
collection, and with photographs of coins from Norwegian and Lapland hoards 
published in Scandinavian numismatic journals. 

"The coin was discovered, along with a great many other artifacts, on an early Indian 
site — a shell and bone midden — e.g. a sort of rubbish dump which goes back for 
thousands of years. This site is within yards of the fjord-like coast of that part of Maine. 

"The question Is: is this a hoax? As a dealer, I see plenty of forgeries, and I believe 
this coin to be genuine. It must, however, be seen and confirmed by museum 
authorities, especially in Oslo. If, as I am reasonably sure, it is genuine, how did it 
reach the site? 

"Conceivably, it may have been worn last as an ornament by a northeastern 
Amerindian who obtained it from a Greenland ship's crew — or by a Greenlander 
temporarily occupying the site. 

"The Indians had only very rudimentary canoes, and the Maine coast is 900 miles to 
the south of the nearest identified Norse settlement in Newfoundland. The Indians 
were most unlikely to have travelled such distances." 

The coin, in poor condition, has one segment broken away. It is less than an Inch 
across— about the size of an English penny. The Norse coins of those days were of low 
quality silver — about 40%. The obverse shows the head of an animal with an open 
mouth and pointed ears, and with a muscular neck, the reverse a cross inside a circle. 
No inscriptions are visible.

A complaint received at ANA recently concluded on a sad note. It seems that some 
time back a man on the West Coast ordered a 1916-D dime from a dealer on the East 
Coast. The money was sent and received and the 1916-D dime mailed to the West 
Coast. The man on the West Coast had the dime for awhile, but at some point along 
the way decided to get it checked. It turned out to have an added “D'' mintmark, so he 
appealed to the seller without response. The complaint came in to the ANA. The West 
Coast collector was not an ANA member and we mentioned in our letter to him that 
we would contact the East Coast coin firm on his behalf just one time since he didn't 
hold membership. (Since we don't have the staff and resources to monitor the entire 


industry, we must limit our time to 
in turn joined the ANA.

We felt 
that was a fair and reasonable response 
for this firm, and the West Coast 
gentleman was very pleased that the 
ANA could help. He then mailed the 
coin back to the firm via insured mail. 
The tragedy of this story Is that because 
the coin was an altered 1916-D dime, he 
only insured it for a minimum fee of $15. 
Can you guess what happened? Indeed, 
it was lost in the mails and our new West 
Coast ANA member was only able to 
collect a $15 fee from the U.S. Postal

Service instead of several hundred 
dollars as a refund. 

Is there a moral to this story? ALWAYS 
insure or register your coins or other 
merchandise for the amount you feel 
you should receive If the item(s) is lost or 
destroyed. If you insure it for anything 
less, whether to save a fee or not. It could 
cause you some real grief in the event of 
loss or damage. Another factor re- 
garding minimum insurance is that 
nobody signs anything after the first step 
when you give it to the post office. Only 
use minimum insurance if the item 
mailed is worth $15 or less. Otherwise, it 
is definitely worth the extra fee! 


11th Annual Summer Seminar Set for Colorado Springs 

The ana's 11th annual summer seminar has been scheduled for the week of June 24 
through 30, 1979. As with all previous meetings, it will be held on the campus of 
Colorado College in Colorado Springs, Colorado. Four separate courses will be 
conducted concurrently. Three are the very popular standbys — Detection of Altered 
and Counterfeit Coins, Coin Grading, and Coin Photography. One new course will be 
introduced for 1979 — The History of Coin Collecting in America. 


The Detection of Counterfeit and 
Altered Coins course will Include 
several hours of laboratory work to gain 
experience In the use of microscopes, 
balances and other necessary equip- 
ment so vital to the serious collector 
today. Registration for this course is 
limited in order that students can 
receive personal attention during the 
week-long meeting. Instructors will be 
the ANA Certification Service staff, in- 
cluding John Hunter, Tom Delorey and 
Ed Fleischmann. 


Grading will be repeat of the very 
successful sessions conducted last year 
by Ken Bressett of Whitman Publishing 
Company. Whitman is the publisher of 
the association's Official ANA Grading 
Standards for United States Coins. Ken 
will be assisted by Tom Delorey of the 
ANA staff, whose responsibilities at 
headquarters include the Grading Ser- 
vice. 

Coin Photography will also be a staff 
conducted course and will emphasize 
the utilization of photographic means 
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for recording purposes. In addition, 
there will be sessions on micro- and 
macro-photography, along with slide 
making for educational purposes. As 
instructors, staff photographer Persis 
Wolf will team up with Ed Fleischmann, 
who has perfected a method of micro- 
photography which enables the 
magnification of such minute coin 
features as mintmarks to perfection. 

The new offering for 1979, The History 
of Coin Collecting in America, will be 
conducted by Q. David Bowers of 
Bowers and Ruddy Galleries of Los 
Angeles, California. He will begin with 
the earliest days of collecting in the 
1790's, reflect on the emergence of coin 
collecting as a serious pursuit around 
1860 (with the issuance of proof sets 
from the mint to collectors in 1858), 
study the collecting situation in the late 
19th century, and continue up through 
the great collectors and collections of 
the early 20th century. The course will 


be complemented with slides and 
graphic materials, and should be of great 
interest to all in the hobby. 

The special invitational tour of the 
Denver Mint will again be on the agenda 
for 1979, along with educational 
programs by both mint officials and local 
collectors. This year's fee for theseminar 
will be $225 per person for ANA 
members ($249 for non-members) and 
will include tuition, room, and board on 
the campus at Colorado College, and 
field trips to the Denver Mint with a 
special luncheon at the famous Brown 
Palace Hotel In Denver. 

Interested persons may write now for 
applications, bearing in mind that 
enrollment Is limited. Further, the 
college will not permit children under 
11 years of age to stay in the dormitories 
nor to go on the field trips. Also, the 
college does not allow pets. Write to 
ANA Headquarters, P.O. Box 2366, 
Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 


Excess Major Medical Plan Offered 

Albert H. Wohlers,ANA group insurance adminlstrator,recently announced a 
special enrollment period for the ANA $500,000 Excess Major Medical Plan. 
During this period, enrollment is guaranteed to ANA members and their 
spouses regardless of age or health, and to their eligible children — unmarried 
dependents aged 14 days to 25 years. A member may secure coverage for his 
entire family simply by completing a brief enrollment form and dropping It in 
the mail along with the first premium check. The enrollment period ends March 
15, 1979. 

Mr. Wohlers described the plan as ''...back-up protection for extraordinary 
medical and surgical expenses. It is designed to supplement your basic health 
insurance policy, because sometimes major-medical or hospitalization in- 
surance — or Medicare — is not enough." 

The new plan is designed so that the insured chooses one of three deductible 
plans, a $15,000, $20,000, or $25,000 deductible. For expenses under the 
deductible, an Insured would receive benefits through his/her basic health 
insurance policy. But for expenses over the deductible, the ANA Excess Plan 
would supplement major-medical or hospitalization insurance to provide 100% 
coverage. An insured person is eligible to receive up to $500,000 in benefits for 
up to 10 years. 

In discussing the plan, Mr. Wohlers emphasized Its low cost. For instance, a 40 
year old member may secure coverage with a $15,000 deductible and pay just 
$21.50 semi-annually. Or a member may enroll his entire family and pay just 
$49.85 semi-annually.

and bankers. Charts on each bank show 
the amounts of currency printed in each 
denomination and list the bank 
presidents and cashiers who signed the 
currency. For both the collector and the 
historian, this is an interesting account of 
a specialized area of paper money 
collecting.

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Availability of the second series of gold and silver coins issued to commemorate the 
1980 Olympic Games was recently announced. In all, the Moscow Olympic Coin 
Program will consist of a 28-coin silver collection, a six-coin gold collection, and a five- 
coin platinum set. Issued by the Ministry of Finance and the State Bank of the USSR, 
Series il consists of two five rouble and three ten rouble legal tender coins, with one 
rouble equal to approximately $1.45 in U.S. funds. 

The .900 silver coins illustrate the theme ''Citius,'" recalling the Olympic motto 
immortalized by Baron Pierre de Coubertin, founder of the modern Olympics, 82 
years ago :C/t/us, altius, fort/us(swifter, higher, stronger). As such, each reverse carries 
a motif inspired by speed-related sports: running, swimming, cycling, canoeing, and 
equestrian competition. 

“These sporting renditions are probably the finest ever adapted to precious metal 
coin design,'" said Gerald D. Edge, North America Olympic Coin Program managing 
director. “In particular, an unusual design representing 'catching up with the girl," a 
Cossack equestrian folk sport... enhances the historic character of this exceptional 
Olympic coin collection," he added. The game, best described as tag on horseback, is 
the national sport of the Republic of Khazakhstan where It still remains popular 
among experienced young equestrians. Riding at full gallop, a girl and a boy dressed 
in Cossack costume enhance the coin's design. 

The Soviet Union guarantees a limited maximum mintage of 450,000 of each of these 
silver coins in both uncirculated and proof editions for distribution worldwide. The 
same strict mintage figures that applied to the first series make these coins the most 
limited of all modern Olympic coin issues, according to Edge. 

The second gold coin issued to commemorate the games contains half an ounce of 
gold and carries the legal tender value of 100 roubles. Maximum mintage for this coin, 
as for the first issued In June, is 130,000. Its reverse features the stadium at Krylatskoye, 
Olympic venue for the canoeing and rowing events, while its obverse, and that of

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each coin in the series, bears the Soviet state emblem and the coin's denomination. 

Three percent of the face value of all Moscow coins sold in participating countries 
will go to that nation's Olympic committee. ''This could mean a contribution in excess 
of one million dollars to the U.S. ... to assist in training and sending U.S. athletes to the 
1980 Olympic Games," stated Edge. 

Both series of uncirculated silver and gold coins launched to date are available for 
purchase through coin dealers and mail order. Silver and gold proof coins, though, 
are obtainable by mail order only.

UNITED NATIONS— International Year of the Child Commemorated 

On December 21, 1976, the General Assembly of the United Nations passed a 
resolution declaring 1979 the International Year of the Child. Already over 100 
countries have declared their Intention to participate in this universal effort to benefit 
all children, particularly those appallingly large numbers who lack even the 
rudimentary necessities of life. 

The lYC Secretariat and the United Nations Children's Fund recently announced 
that they will sponsor and endorse an international coin program to commemorate 
lYC 1979. Paramount International Coin Corporation of Englewood, Ohio, has been 
appointed to manage the program which is designed to help publicize and raise funds 
for U.N. projects benefiting children. 

All designs of coins minted and distributed within this program are to be based 
upon the lYC theme, along with a symbol indicative of the children of the issuing 
country. It is expected that each coin shall also bear the lYC symbol. 

A number of governments have been Invited to issue limited edition proof coins, 
both in silver and gold, which will be struck in local currency denominations at face 
values approximately equal to U.S. $10 for each silver coin and U.S. $200for each gold 
coin. Because of market conditions and time factors, a maximum of 30 countries will 
participate in the silver coin program with a maximum of lOcountries (not necessarily 
different countries from those In the silver program) taking part in the gold coin 
project. 

Silver and gold pidforts 

In addition to the legal tender silver and gold proof coins, participating countries 
may also issue a strictly limited edition of silver and gold pidforts. These pieces will be 
of exactly the same specifications as the corresponding legal tender coins except that 
they will have twice the precious metal content. Proceeds from the pidforts and 
legal tender coins will go to UNICEF and other UN projects benefiting children.

ISRAEL — 1978 Hanukka Commemorative Coin Offered 

The 5739 (1978) Hanukka commemorative coin, issued by the Bank of Israel and 
distributed by the Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation Ltd., depicts a 
14th-century Hanukka lamp from France. The coin Is struck in cupro-nickel, and, as 
customary, is being Issued in two varieties: brilliant uncirculated and proof. For the 
first time in the Hanukka series, the coin has a face valueof IL. 25.00, the equivalent of 
approximately U.S. $1.30. 

Designed by Nathan Kerp, the uncirculated coin is being minted at the Government 
Mint, Jerusalem, from dies by S. Kretschmer and Sons. The proof coin is minted at the 
Royal Canadian Mint, Ottawa, from their own dies.

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ANS Receives Valuable 
Goetz Medal Collection 



A collection of almost 1,000 examples 
of the work of the German medalist Karl 
Goetz, valued at $110,000, has been 
given to the American Numismatic 
Society by Ira M. Goldberg, Lawrence S. 
Goldberg, and Mark Goldberg of 
Superior Stamp and Coin Co., Inc., of 
Beverly Hills, California. 

Born In 1875, Goetz produced over 
600 different medals and plaques before 
his death in 1950. Almost 90% of his 
output is represented In this collection, 
many examples being in oversized cast 
Iron models as well as in one or more 
finished specimens. The collection also 
Includes several sets of hubs and dies. 

Altogether this must be one of the 
most comprehensive collections of its 
sort in existence, since it Includes five 
medals unlisted in the standard 
catalogue by Gunther Kienast, at least 
seventeen for which Kienast was unable 
to provide a description, and numerous 
examples of sizes and varieties unknown 
to Kienast. 

Probably the best known is Goetz's 
satirical medal on the sinking of the 
Lusitania by a German submarine off the 
coast of Ireland on May7, 1915. After the 
original was produced in 1916, 
numerous copies were distributed In 
Britain and America in a wave of anti- 
German propaganda that led to the 
United States' entry into the war. Eleven 
examples of the medal — originals as 
well as copies — are in this collection. 


In addition to the topical medals of 
the war period and later, Goetz pro- 
duced a large series of historical and 
contemporary portraits. The passionate 
Imagination which he poured into his 
record of the violent public events of his 
time is accordingly tempered by the 
idealism and affection with which he 
modeled the great figures of history as 
well as his own circle of family and 
friends. A rare self-portrait medal, ex- 
ecuted in 1935 and inscribed ''To my 
esteemed patrons and friends," is also 
Included. 

Another important part of Goetz's 
work Is the series of coin patterns he 
produced both for the Empire and for 
the Weimar republic — designs that 
show the characteristic vigor of this 
master of numismatic art. 

An exhibit of this collection opened 
on December 8 and will continue 
through the end of January at the 
Museum of the American Numismatic 
Society, Broadway at 155th Street, New 
York City. 

Whitman Announces New 
Collectors' Albums 

A new line of coin collectors' albums 
is being Introduced by Whitman Coin 
Products, Western Publishing Company, 
Inc., Racine, Wisconsin. Designated as 
the Whitman "Classic" Coin Album 
series, it will replace Whitman Bookshelf 
Albums which have remained un- 
changed since 1961. 

A special feature of the new Classic 
albums is the durable hingepost bind- 
ings enabling easy removal, addition, 
and rearrangement of pages. Each 
album houses two to six pages of coins, 
which open flat for convenient viewing 
and displaying purposes. Coins are 
sandwiched between two pieces of clear

plastic slides which not only allow both 
sides of the coins to be viewed, but also 
give maximum protection against han- 
dling, abrasion, and tarnish. Thumb 
notches allow for easy removal of the 
slides. 

Constructed of sturdy chipboard and 
covered with a soil-resistant, leather- 
grained plastic coating, the Classic 
albums feature the familiar Whitman 
blue color, with the cover and spine 
embossed in gold. Each album contains 
data on its inside cover giving mint 
records and historical information about 
that particular series. 

Eighteen titles were released In 
September: Indian Head Cents; Lincoln 
Cents, 1909-Present; Buffalo Nickels; 
Jefferson Nickels, 1938-Date; Mercury 
Dimes, 1916-1945; Roosevelt Dimes, 
1906-Date; Washington Quarters, 1932- 
Date; Franklin Halves; Kennedy Halves 
(Including all proofs); Peace Dollars; 
Eisenhower Dollars (including all 
proofs); and stock books of cents, 
nickels, dimes, half dollars, dollars, and 
type coins. Supplemental pages will be 
available beginning In early 1979. 

Because of the Classic page arrange- 
ment resulting in more space for coins 
on each page and more pages in some 
cases, many of these albums, with prices 
ranging from $5.25 to $9.25, cost less 
than the traditional Bookshelf albums.

Tax Information Please 

Regarding your article ''Tax Implications of Numismatic Transactions'' (Oct. 78 pp. 
2033-2039). 

I am a coin investor. Last week, after having read the above, I called the IRS to verify 
If phone calls to order, confirm, etc. the coins I chose to invest in were tax deductible. 
They said "NO." Also, last week I read that the IRS gives wrong or Inaccurate advice at 
least 25% of the time. 

Could you please clarify what Mr. Hazelwood referred to as section 212 expenses. 
Are phone calls, postage, etc. legitimate expenses. Also, can a coin investor run a 
deductible office in his home for the sole purpose of tending his coin investments.

If you do indeed qualify as an investor, there is good precedent for deducting the 
cost of maintaining an office for managing your investments. Any ordinary and 
necessary expenses incurred in your investment activities would be deductible under 
Section 212. This would include, in my opinion, postage and telephone expenses. 

However, remember the Wrightsman case. It will be your obligation to prove to the 
IRS that you do qualify as an investor and the expenses you have deducted are 
investment related. 

It is difficult to give you more explicit advice without knowing all the details of your 
situation and your conversation with the IRS. It is possible that there was a 
misunderstanding. Don't forget that all Section 212 expenses are deductions from 
adjusted gross income. They are not automatically deducted from investment income 
to determine adjusted gross income as are business expenses. They can only be taken 
if you itemize your deductions on Schedule A. 

Perhaps the IRS thought you wanted to deduct the expenses to determine adjusted 
gross income. This would not be allowed. 

On the other hand, the person you asked may have been wrong. Less than 7% of 
income tax returns report any type of capital gains income from investments. Don't 
expect local IRS officials to be completely familiar with all the details of the tax laws. 
They are very complicated and open to interpretation. 

Let me finally add that I am not a CPA ora tax lawyer. If your investment activities are 
extensive and the amount of your expenses significant, I suggest you find a good local 
tax adviser and familiarize him with your situation. He can help you set up a good 
system of records and prepare your tax return.

Erosion of Members’ Rights 

Several years ago the ANA board added a paragraph to the Association's bylaws, by 
unanimous vote, to the effect that important changes proposed in the bylaws must be 
published at least twice in The Numismatist prior to final action on them by the board. 
The whole purpose of this provision was to give members an opportunity to become 
aware of new or revised rules before they became effective. 

Early this October our genial general counsel, Dick Dusterberg, wrote to president 
Criswell, with copy to me, suggesting "that we scuttle" this paragraph of the bylaws. 
The reason for a copy to me was that I initiated the provision at the time of its 
enactment. 

In his letter the rule is referred to as "offending (sic) language," although it is not 
clear to me what is offensive about it. Dick states that it did not really give the 
membership a substantive right. He is a lawyer — I am not, but I feel that that 
statement is an expression of his opinion only. 

The ana's Federal Charter gives the governors the exclusive power "to make such 
prudential bylaws and regulations as they may deem proper...." One would assume, 
however, that in exercising this power the governors would consider the desires and 
welfare of the members at large, and facilitate their ability to express themselves. It's 
much easier to Influence legislation before it's enacted than to alter It afterward! 

I happen to believe that often the board tends to subordinate the rights and 
interests of members to its own convenience and wishes. If you believe this erosion of 
members' rights should stop, a brief letter to our legal counsel should be effective. He 
is Richard B. Dusterberg, 9157 Montgomery Road, Cincinnati, OH 45242.

Call for Nominations of Officers for the ANA 

The officers of the American Numismatic Association are elected every two 
years and 1979 is an eleaion year. The elected officers of the association shall be 
a board of nine (9) governors which shall include the president and vice 
president. This is in accordance with ANA bylaws. Article IV, Section 1. Those 
elected to these nine offices will compose the board of governors for the two 
years (five (5) of them are subject to replacement In 1981) following their 
installation at the 1979 national convention in St. Louis, Missouri. The Federal 
Charter, granted by the Congress of the United States, rests control of the ANA 
in the hands of this board. 

Nominations shall be submitted in writing to the executive vice president by 
any member entitled to vote, not earlier than February 1 and not later than April 
15, 1979. A nominee must be a member who is entitled to hold office under 
Article 1, Section 2, Article IV, Section 1(a), and Article VI, Section 1. In orderto 
be a candidate for office, a member must receive at least five (5) nominations 
from member clubs in good standing and at least five (5) nominations from 
individual members in good standing. No member may nominate himself nor 
nominate a number of candidates for any office in excess of the number to be 
eleaed therefor. It is suggested that the member include his or her membership 
number to facilitate the recording of nominations. The executive vice president 
shall promptly write to each qualified nominee notifying him or her of such 
nominations and requesting a written acceptance or refusal. No nominee may 
accept a nomination for more than one elective office. The president shall not 
be eligible for reelection to the office of president, or vice president, but is 
eligible for election to a governorship. Nominations shall be accepted or 
declined by May 15, 1979. 

The executive vice president shall cause a current list of nominees and their 
actions thereon to be published in the issues of The Numismatist for April 
through June, Inclusive. The executive vice president shall obtain and publish In 
the June issue of The Numismatist a photograph, a biography, and platform, not 
exceeding 250 words In length, of each nominee who has so accepted a 
nomination; such biography shall include a record of his services to the 
association and to numismatics in general. 

Article VI, Section 3 provides that an independent tabulating firm, designated 
by the board of governors, shall causethe names of such nominees who have so 
accepted to be printed on official ballots without place of residence appearing 
on the ballots. Each member entitled to vote will receive a ballot listing the 
nominees for various offices. After registering his or her choices, the ballot is to 
be mailed by each member directly to the designated accounting firm and 
postmarked on or before June 28, 1979.
